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ANNUAL  REPORT 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER 

Legislative  Proposals,  1936 

The  Department  of  Education  presents  the  following  recommendations  for 
legislation  as  set  forth  in  the  drafts  of  bills  submitted  to  the  General  Court: — 

I.  Raising  the  Age  Limit  for  Compulsory  School  Attendance  for  Minors  from 
Fourteen  to  Sixteen  Years. — The  Department  proposes  changes  in  the  present  law, 
as  follows : 

Advance  the  age  at  which  minors  may  be  legally  employed  from  fourteen  to 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  require  minors  between  sixteen  and  seventeen  to  be  in 
school  or  at  work  properly  certificated. 

Increase  the  grade  educational  requirement,  except  in  cases  of  physical  or  mental 
deficiencies,  two  or  more  grades  to  the  completion  of  the  eighth  grade,  or  eight 
years  at  school  (now  sixth  grade,  or  seven  years  in  school) . 

Retain  for  minors  lea\ang  school  to  go  to  work  at  sixteen  (except  high  school 
graduates)  one  school  year  of  continuation  school  education  and  guidance — sixteen 
to  seventeen,  one  full  day's  session  per  week. 

Open  the  continuation  school  for  full-time  attendance  in  employment  prepar- 
ation classes  of  minors  who  are  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age  and  who  have  com- 
pleted the  sixth  grade. 

Require  co-operative  pupils  to  be  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Teachers  Oath  Act 
On  June  26,  1935,  the  legislature  passed  an  act  requiring  that  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion be  taken  and  subscribed  to  by  certain  professors,  instructors  and  teachers  in 
the  colleges,  universities  and  schools  of  the  Commonwealth — chapter  370  of  the 
acts  of  1935.    The  act  reads  as  follows: — 

Section  1.  Chapter  seventy-one  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  thirty,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition,  the  fol- 
lowing new  section: — Sectioyi  30 A.  Every  citizen  of  the  United  States  entering 
service,  on  or  after  October  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  as  professor, 
instructor  or  teacher  at  any  college,  university,  teachers'  college,  or  pubHc  or 
private  school,  in  the  commonwealth  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  take  and  subscribe  to,  before  an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths,  or,  in  case  of  a  public  school  teacher,  before  the  superintendent  of  schools  or 
a  member  of  the  school  committee  of  the  city  or  town  in  whose  school  he  is  ap- 
pointed to  serve,  each  of  whom  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  affir- 
mations under  this  section,  the  following  oath  or  affirmation: — "I  do  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  that  I  will  faithfully 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  position  of  (insert  name  of  position)  according  to  the 
best  of  my  ability."  Such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  so  taken  and  subscribed  to 
by  him  in  duplicate.  One  of  such  documents  shall  be  filed  with  such  superintendent 
of  schools  or  principal  officer  of  such  college,  university  or  school  in  the  common- 
wealth and  shall  be  transmitted  by  him  to  the  commissioner  of  education,  and  the 
other  shall  be  delivered  by  the  subscriber  to  the  board,  institution  or  person  em- 
ploying him.  No  professor,  instructor  or  teacher  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  his  duties  within  the  commonwealth  unless 
and  until  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  have  been  so  subscribed  and  one  copy 
thereof  so  filed  and  the  other  so  delivered. 

Section  2.  Every  citizen  of  the  United  States  who,  upon  the  effective  date  of 
this  act,  is  in  service  as  a  professor,  instructor  or  teacher  at  any  college,  university, 
teachers'  college,  or  public  or  private  school,  in  the  commonwealth,  shall  within 
sixty  days  after  said  date  comply  with  the  pertinent  provisions  of  section  thirty  A 
of  chapter  seventy-one  of  the  General  Laws,  inserted  therein  by  section  one  of  this  act. 
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Section  2A.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  in  any- 
way with  the  basic  principle  of  the  constitution  which  assures  every  citizen  freedom 
of  thought  and  speech  and  the  right  to  advocate  changes  and  improvements  in  both 
the  state  and  federal  constitutions 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  October  first  in  the  current  year. 

DIVISION  OF  ELEMENTARY  AND  SECONDARY  EDUCATION  AND 
STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGES 

CURRICULU.AI  REVISION 

The  committee  of  high  school  principals  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  has 
issued  and  distributed  an  additional  bulletin  on  a  New  Civic  Curriculum  for  High 
Schools  and  has  prepared  a  report  on  the  college  preparatory  curriculum.  This 
last  statement  is  now  ready  for  printing  and  distribution.  A  further  report  on  the 
commercial  curriculum  is  in  its  final  stages  of  revision  and  will  shortly  be  ready  for 
printing  and  distribution. 

Another  committee  of  junior  and  senior  high  school  principals  and  one  teacher 
has  been  engaged  during  the  past  year  in  preparing  a  bulletin  on  the  subject  of 
highway  safety  education.  This  material  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  and 
should  be  ready  for  distribution  early  in  the  spring. 

TERCENTENARY  OF  THE  AMERICAN  SECONDARY  SCHOOL 

This  event  has  been  celebrated  during  the  past  year  throughout  the  country. 
It  marks  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Boston  Public 
Latin  School.  Many  Massachusetts  high  schools  gave  particular  attention  to  this 
celebration  through  assembly  programs,  public  meetings,  or  commencement  exer- 
cises. Descriptions  of  such  exercises  have  been  received  from  more  than  seventy 
high  schools  in  the  state  and  are  to  be  preserved  in  permanent  form  in  the  State 
Library.

SAFETY  EDUCATION 

The  Supervisor  of  Safety  Education  has  in  the  past  year  divided  her  time  and 
efforts  between  two  major  fields  of  activity: 

1.  In  promoting  highway  safety  education  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  school 
grades. 

2.  In  further  developing  safety  education  in  the  elementary  grades  especially 
through  reorientation  in  the  whole  educational  program  of  individual 
communities. 

The  first  objective  has  taken  the  tangible  form  of  a  bulletin  entitled,  "A  Course 
of  Study  in  Highway  Safety  Education  for  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools"  pre- 
pared by  a  committee  of  junior  and  senior  high  school  principals  and  teachers  ap- 
pointed in  October,  1934,  with  the  Supervisors  of  Secondary  Education  and  Safety 
Education  in  an  advisory  capacity.  This  pamphlet  will  be  ready  for  distribution 
early  in  1936. 

Two  principal  divisions  deal  with  the  pedestrian  and  the  driver  respectively. 
The  second  section  is  devoted  to  an  analysis  of  the  State  Motor  Vehicle  Regulations, 
a  study  of  physical,  mental,  and  emotional  handicaps  to  good  driving,  and  a  sug- 
gestive list  of  safe  driving  hints  with  practical  teaching  aids,  references,  and  recom- 
mendations for  the  use  of  the  course. 

The  year  1935  is  significant  in  the  history  of  safety  education  as  a  period  when 
it  not  only  reached  its  peak  as  a  popular  idea,  but  also  as  a  time  when  it  largely 
replaced  sensational  propaganda  and  promotional  oratory  and  printed  matter  with 
a  systematically  organized  program  of  productive  teaching  of  specific  safety  facts. 

Present  tendencies  indicate  that  a  struggle  to  preserve  this  field  of  activity  from 
the  hands  of  those  who  see  in  it  a  means  of  personal  publicity  or  aggrandizement 
is  imminent.    Saving  lives  is  the  sole  objective  of  safety  education. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  Committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  in  1932 
to  prepare  Courses  of  Study  in  the  field  of  Physical  Education  has  completed  its 
work.  These  four  courses  of  study,  for  Grades  one  to  three.  Grades  four  to  six. 
Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Boys,  and  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Girls, 
have  now  been  printed  and  issued  to  the  schools. 

All  teachers  and  supervisors  of  physical  education  were  invited  to  the  Annual 
Conference  in  February  for  a  two-day  session.  They  met  in  the  Gardner  Audi- 
torium on  Friday,  February  13,  and  in  the  afternoon  listened  to  the  following  ad- 
dresses: Opening  Remarks  by  the  Commissioner;  "Physical  Education  as  Seen  from 
the  Sidelines"  by  John  J.  Mahoney,  Professor  of  Education,  Boston  University; 
"Economy  in  Construction  and  Operation  of  the  Physical  Education  Equipment" 
by  Giles  'M.  Smith,  Architect,  Boston;  "The  Biological  Aspect  or  Factor  of  Phys- 
ical Education"  by  Dr.  Jay  B.  Nash.  New  York  University;  "A  Plea  for  a  Saner 
Attitude  in  Competitive  Sports  for  Girls"  by  Marjorie  Bouve,  Bouv6— Boston  School 
of  Physical  Education.  The  evening  session  was  opened  by  remarks  by  the  chairman, 
Bernice  Taylor  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Framingham.  Then  followed  an 
address  "A  Social  Philosophy  of  Physical  Education"  by  Dr.  Henry  A.  Overstreet, 
College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  the  showing  of  Moving  Pictures  of  the  last 
International  Gymnastic  Festival  held  at  Stuttgart. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  teachers  met  for  a  demonstration  at  the  Lincoln 
School  Gymnasium,  Brookhne,  where  the  following  practical  program  was  shown: 
"Rhythmic  Activities— Grades  Three  and  Five",  Miss  Lois  Decker,  State  Teachers 
College  at  Bridgewater;  "Game  Skills— Grades  Seven  and  Eight";  "Apparatus — 
Grades  One-Four  and  Five-Six";  "Dancing— High  School  Girls";  "Class  Period— 
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High  School  Boys";  "Demonstration  Play  Day — High  School  Girls";  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Hines,  Director  of  Physical  Education,  Brookline. 

A  great  deal  of  service  has  been  rendered  in  the  field  through  cooperation  with 
the  Superintendents  of  Schools  in  program  building  and  adjusting,  teacher  meet- 
ings, news  letters,  surveys,  advice  on  construction  of  new  gymnasiums  and  play- 
grounds, and  general  advisory  service  to  teachers. 

Since  1929  there  have  been  thirty-two  secondary  schools  built  in  this  State  with 
several  others  underway  at  the  present  time.  Of  the  number  built  the  Department 
records  show  that  all  but  two  have  provided  gymnasium  and  locker  and  shower 
facilities  and  have  made  some  provision  for  instruction. 

The  Supervisor  and  the  Assistant  helped  where  possible  in  the  emergency  educa- 
tional program  of  the  E.  R.  A.  which  was  directed  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

Many  calls  from  Parent-Teacher  Associations,  Women's  Clubs,  Service  Clubs  and 
other  civic  organizations  for  addresses  have  been  answered  by  the  Bureau.  A  close 
relationship  exists  between  these  organizations  and  the  Physical  Education  Bureau. 

The  Supervisor  has  been  invited  to  address  the  National  Superintendence  Asso- 
ciation of  the  National  Education  Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  St.  Louis 
on  the  subject,  "Physical  Education  Becomes  a  Fundamental". 

The  Supervisor  and  Assistant  work  on  several  committees,  lay  and  professional, 
which  bring  them  close  to  the  problems  related  to  their  field. 

The  Bureau  cooperated  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  in  giving  two 
demonstration  play  days  in  the  spring.  The  Play  Day  was  the  activity  suggested 
last  year  for  Child  Health  Day  celebration.  All  the  communities  in  the  district 
were  invited  to  send  representatives  and  use  the  demonstrated  material  in  any 
appropriate  way.  The  Superintendents  of  Schools  of  the  two  communities,  Mr. 
Cook  of  Amherst  and  Mr.  Hall  of  Concord  were  most  cordial,  and  permitted  the 
two  departments  to  arrange  for  equipment  and  groups  of  children,  and  to  discuss 
the  program  with  the  teachers  of  physical  education,  who  were  in  immediate  charge 
of  the  demonstration.

CONFERENCES  AND  INSTITUTES 

Swperintendents  of  Schools. — The  twenty-first  annual  conference  for  superin- 
tendents of  schools  was  held  at  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Bridgewater,  April  16, 
17,  and  18.  The  program  included  Exercises  in  Commemoration  of  the  Founding 
of  the  Boston  Latin  School  with  an  address  by  Patrick  T.  Campbell,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Boston. 

Addresses  by  Dr.  William  H.  Kilpatrick,  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University, 
New  York,  were  upon  the  subjects  "My  Child  as  a  Growing  Person"  and  "How 
Shall  We  Conceive  the  Educational  Process?" 

Dr.  Mark  May  of  Yale  University  gave  two  addresses.  The  subjects  discussed 
were  "Some  New  Developments  in  Character  Education"  and  "Methods  and 
Procedures  That  are  Favorable  and  Unfavorable  to  Character." 

Other  speakers  were  Dr.  A.  J.  Stoddard  of  Providence,  President  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Superintendence,  and  Dr.  Kirtley  Mather  of  Harvard  University. 

The  various  superintendents'  clubs  made  reports  on  the  subjects  they  had  been 
studying  during  the  past  year. 

Elementary  School  Principals  and  Supervisors. — The  Seventh  State  Conference 
for  Principals  and  Supervisors  of  Elementary  Schools  was  held  at  the  Massachu- 
setts State  College,  Amherst,  April  3-5,  1935.  Subjects  that  received  major  em- 
phasis and  the  speakers  were  as  follows: 

(1)  "Needed  Changes  in  Elementary  Education"  and  "Essentials  of  Super- 
vision," Dr.  J.  Cayce   Morrison,  Assistant   Commissioner   for   Elementary 
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Education,  Albany,  New  York;  (2)  "Democracy — Cynicism,  or  Faith?"  and 
"Children  versus  Grown-ups,"  Dr.  George  E.  Vincent,  Author  and  Lecturer, 
Former  President,  University  of  Minnesota. 

Discussion  groups  gave  consideration  to  the  following  topics: 
In-Service  Training  of  Teachers  as  a  Function  of  Supervision. 
The  Elementary  School  as  a  Health  Building  Agency. 
The  Elementary  School  as  a  Character  Building  Agency. 
What  Understandings  in  the  Field  of  Economics  Can  be  Taught  Appro- 
priately to  Pupils  in  the  Elementary  Schools? 
How  Can  We  Achieve  the  Needed  Flexibility  in  the  Promotion  of  Pupils  in 

Elementary  Schools? 
By  What   Means   Can   the   Elementary   School   Establish   and    Maintain 

Helpful  Relationships  with  the  Home  and  with  the  Community? 
What  Contributions  Should  the  Elementary  School  Make  in  Training  for 

the  Worthy  Use  of  Leisure? 
What  Advantages  and  Disadvantages  are  to  be  Found  in  Newer  Methods  of 
Organizing  the  Elementary  Schools,  Such  as  the  Cooperative-Group  Plan? 
What  Types  of  Pupil  Records  Should  be  Kept  by  Elementary  Schools? 
What  Library  Facilities  Should  be  Provided  in  Elementary  Schools? 
What  Educative  Opportunities  are  to  be  Found  in  the  Children's  Theater? 
How  Can   the   Elementary   Schools   Helpfully   Guide   the   Experiences   of 
Children  in  Such  Activities  as  the  Movies  and  the  Radio? 
Another  feature  of  the  program  was  an  entertainment,  "The  Influence  of  Flowers 
in  Art,  Music,  and  Literature,"  by  C.  Edward  Newell,  President,  Massachusetts 
School  of  Art,  and  Mrs.  Newell. 

The  total  registration  was  531,  including  334  principals,  28  supervisors,  and  169 
others  engaged  in  various  types  of  educational  work.  One  hundred  and  eight  cities 
and  towns  were  represented. 

Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools. — The  Fourteenth  Annual  Conference  of  Prin- 
cipals of  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  was  held  at  the  Framingham  State  Teachers 
College  on  April  23,  24,  and  25,  1935.  An  all-day  session  on  Wednesday,  April  24, 
was  held  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Deans  of  Girls. 

The  principal  addresses  at  the  conference  were  as  follows:  "The  Regimentation 
of  Youth"  by  Warren  C.  Seyfert  of  Harvard  University;  "Resolving  the  Conflict 
Between  Secondary  School  and  College"  by  Dr.  Bancroft  Beatley,  President  of 
Simmons  College;  "The  Development  of  the  New  England  Academy"  by  Dr. 
Claude  M.  Fuess,  Headmaster  of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover;  "An  American 
Looks  at  Enghsh  Schools",  by  B.  Floyd  Rinker,  Newton  High  School;  and  three 
addresses  by  Dr.  Charles  H.  Judd  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  entitled  "The 
Pubhc  High  School  as  an  Extension  Upward  of  the  American  Common  School," 
"Reasons  for  the  Current  Readjustments  in  American  Secondary  Education", 
and  "The  High  School  as  a  Center  of  Social  Training". 

The  celebration  of  the  Tercentenary  of  the  American  Secondary  School  was  given 
a  place  on  the  program  in  the  form  of  a  pageant  by  the  pupils  of  the  Boston  Public 
Latin  School. 

Music  was  furnished  by  the  pupils  of  the  Natick  High  School  and  the  Brooklme 
High  School.  The  Principals'  Quartet  also  contributed  their  share  of  the  musical 
entertainment  of  the  conference. 

Teachers'  Institutes. — During  the  past  year  five  one-day  institutes  were  conducted 
for  the  benefit  of  teachers  in  certain  regional  groups.    The  speakers  were  largely 
members  of  the  Department  staff  and  of  faculties  of  State  Teachers  Colleges. 
Among  the  subjects  discussed  were  the  following:

State  Teachers  College  Instructors. — The  Eighteenth  Annual  Conference  of  In- 
structors in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  was  held  at  the  State  Teachers  College  at 
Bridgewater  on  September  4,  5,  and  6. 

Addresses  by  C.  F.  Hoban,  Director,  State  Museum  and  Visual  Education, 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania  were  upon  the  subjects  "Visual  and  Other  Sensory  Aids 
in  Education"  and  "Responsibility  of  Teachers  Colleges  for  the  Preparation  of 
Teachers  in  the  Techniques  of  Visual  and  Other  Sensory  Aids." 

Departmental  conferences  were  conducted  on  curriculum  construction.  Other 
speakers  on  the  program  were  Herbert  C.  Parsons,  Administrative  Vice-President, 
Massachusetts  Child  Council,  Boston;  and  Zenos  E.  Scott,  President  of  the  State 
Teachers  College  at  Bridgewater. 

E.  F.  Williams,  Head,  Department  of  Education,  Heidelberg  College,  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  gave  an  illustrated  address  on  "Horace  Mann — Champion  of  the  Public 
Schools." 

An  Exhibit  of  Visual  Aids  in  Education  was  held  in  connection  with  the  con- 
ference under  the  direction  of  H.  F.  Phillips  of  Salem. 

Special  Class  Conferences. — Five  regional  conferences  for  teachers  of  retarded 
children  were  held  during  the  week  of  January  twenty-first  at:  Springfield,  Arling- 
ton, Quincy,  Worcester,  and  Lynn.  "The  Strengthening  of  Personality  Traits," 
"The  Means  of  Developing  Character  in  Special  Class  Pupils,"  and  "Successful 
Activities  Programs"  were  themes  discussed  and  stressed  at  the  various  conferences 
by  Jennie  E.  ScoUey  of  Holyoke;  Gertrude  B.  Duffy  of  Cambridge;  Anna  Fernandes 
of  Fairhaven;  Deha  O'Connor  of  Worcester;  and  Ahce  Quealy  of  Lynn.  The  two 
following  addresses  were  given  at  each  conference:  "Experiences  in  Living  for 
Retarded  Children,"  by  Dr.  Elise  H.  Martens,  Speciahst  in  Education  of  Excep- 
tional Children,  Office  of  Education,  Washington,  D.  C;  and  "Studies  in  Delin- 
quency and  Retardation,"  by  Dr.  Eleanor  T.  Glueck,  Psychiatrist. 

Music  Supervisors. — The  Eleventh  Annual  Conference  of  Music  Supervisors; 
was  held  on  February  8  at  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art.  Greetings  were  given 
by  Payson  Smith,  Commissioner  of  Education.  Dr.  A.  J.  Stoddard,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Providence,  Rhode  Island  spoke  on  "Pubhc  School  Music  from  the 
Standpoint  of  an  Administrator".  Departmental  conferences  were  held  in  the 
morning  and  in  the  afternoon  demonstrations  were  given  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Lois  E.  Decker  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Bridgewater.  Mr.  Schrader, 
State  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education  spoke  on  "Eurhythmies". 

Art  Supervisors  and  Teachers. — The  Twelfth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Super- 
visors and  Teachers  of  Art  met  at  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art  on  February  1. 
The  topic  of  the  day  was  "Pageantry  and  Dramatics".    The  principal  speakers  at 
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the  morning  session  were  Frank  Leonard  Allen  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art 
faculty,  who  spoke  on  the  subject,  "The  Chinese  Stage";  Elizabeth  Y.  Gilbert  of 
the  Yale  School  of  Drama  and  Boston  Community  Service,  who  gave  an  address 
on  "Play  Writing";  and  Glenna  S.  Tinnin,  Organizing  Director  of  The  Leland 
Powers  Foundation,  who  spoke  on  "Play  Rehearsals  and  Voice  Production".  The 
afternoon  session  was  divided  into  an  elementary  section  and  a  junior-senior  high 
school  section,  in  each  of  which  several  papers  were  presented  by  various  super- 
visors of  art  in  Massachusetts.  A  pageant  entitled  "A  Visit  from  Clio"  was  also  given. 


TEACHERS'  REGISTRATION  BUREAU 

During  the  year  1934-1935,  the  Teachers'  Registration  Bureau  enrolled  2,084 
teachers,  received  notice  of  421  vacancies,  and  placed  184  teachers,  with  an  aggre- 
gated salary  of  $209,073  for  full-time  teachers.  The  average  salary  of  the  positions 
filled,  exclusive  of  substitute  positions,  was  $1,251.93 — an  increase  of  $23.63  over 
the  average  salary  of  last  year.

CERTIFICATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  Department  of  Education,  as  required  by  section  66  of  chapter  71  of  the 
General  Laws,  determines  by  examination  or  otherwise  the  qualifications  of  can- 
didates for  the  position  of  superintendent  of  schools  in  a  superintendency  union. 

In  accordance  with  this  provision  of  the  law,  the  Department  issues  certificates 
of  eligibility  for  such  service.    In  1935  five  term  certificates  were  issued.

SCHOLARSHIPS— CHILDREN  OF  WORLD  WAR  VETERANS 
During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1935,  forty-four  students  received  reim- 
bursement under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  1931.    The  amount 
appropriated  for  this  item  was  $6,000. 

Since  the  establishment  of  scholarship  aid  for  the  children  of  Massachusetts  men 
who  lost  their  lives  during  the  World  War,  or  as  a  result  thereof,  between  April  6, 
1917  and  July  2,  1921,  eighty-four  children  have  received  aid.  They  were  enrolled 
in  the  following  institutions :

Under  Chapter  263,  General  Laws,  the  children  of  World  War  veterans  who  lost 
their  lives  during  military  service  or  who  died  as  a  result  of  such  service  prior  to 
July  2,  1921,  are  eligible  to  reimbursement  for  expenditures  for  their  education  in 
institutions  of  higher  learning  to  an  amount  not  in  excess  of  $250  per  year.  Such 
reimbursement,  however,  cannot  apply  for  tuition  in  institutions  other  than  those 
under  public  control,  such  as  the  Teachers  Colleges,  State  College,  and  city  or 
county  schools.  Students  in  institutions  under  other  than  pubUc  control  may  be 
reimbursed  for  expenditures  for  board,  room  rent,  travel,  textbooks  and  supplies 
necessary  or  incidental  to  their  pursuit  of  study  in  such  institutions.  Scholarship 
aid  is  not  available  after  the  student  is  twenty-two  years  of  age. 

DIVISION  OF  IMMIGRATION  AND  AMERICANIZATION 

On  November  30,  1935,  the  Division  of  Immigration  and  Americanization  com- 
pleted its  sixteenth  year  as  successor  to  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Immigration 
which  had  existed  as  a  separate  independent  bureau  from  July  1917  to  December  1, 
1919. 

A  total  of  40,048  persons  sought  information,  advice  and  assistance  from  the 
Division  during  the  past  year.  Of  this  number  19,481  were  recorded  at  the  Boston 
office,  4,343  at  Fall  River,  4,090  at  Lawrence,  3,694  at  New  Bedford,  3,635  at 
Springfield,  and  4,805  at  Worcester.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  work  at  all  the 
offices. 

As  usual,  the  help  most  often  sought  from  the  Division  is  advice  or  clerical  help 
in  the  filling  out  of  apphcations  for  first  or  final  papers.  Of  the  total  of  40,048  ap- 
plications recorded,  31,291  concerned  matters  of  citizenship. 

On  April  30,  1935,  the  Division  of  Immigration  and  Americanization  held  a 
public  meeting  on  Americanism  in  the  Gardner  Auditorium.  The  conference  was 
opened  by  Dr.  Payson  Smith,  Commissioner  of  Education.  Miss  Mary  Barr, 
Director  of  the  Division  spoke  on  "The  Friendly  Voice  of  the  Commonwealth". 
The  principal  address  of  the  evening  was  a  speech  on  Americanism  by  His  Excel- 
lency, James  Michael  Curley,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  "Labor's  Interest 
in  Americanism"  was  presented  by  Mr.  John  J.  Kearney,  representing  President 
John  F.  Gatelee  of  the  Massachusetts  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor. 
"Industry's  Interest  in  Americanism"  was  presented  by  Mr.  B.  Preston  Clark, 
representing  the  Associated  Industries  of  Massachusetts.  Mrs.  Eva  Whiting 
Wliite,  President  of  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  spoke  on 
"American  Citizenship,  a  Challenge  to  the  Cooperative  Spirit".  The  meeting 
closed  with  a  patriotic  address  on  "The  Defenders  of  the  Nation  in  Peace  and  War" 
given  by  Commander  Jeremiah  H.  Twomey  of  the  American  Legion  of  Massa- 
chusetts. An  excellent  musical  program  was  contributed  by  the  E.  R.  A.  orchestral 
and  vocal  units.  Miss  Frances  Killilea,  Director  of  Musician's  Projects,  E.  R.  A. 
was  most  cooperative  in  assisting  in  the  planning  of  the  musical  program  to  demon- 
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strate  the  contribution  of  the  different  national  groups  to  the  musical  life  of  America. 
The  meeting  was  well  attended  bj^  both  the  American  public  and  the  foreign-born 
residents  of  the  State  and  indicated  an  opportunity  to  carry  out  the  designated 
duties  set  upon  the  Division  by  the  statute  creating  it — "to  bring  the  Common- 
wealth and  residents  of  foreign  origin  into  sympathetic  and  mutually  helpful 
relationship".

During  the  year  480  new  cases  were  registered.  After  investigation  23  persons 
were  found  to  have  more  vision  than  would  permit  them  to  remain  on  our  register. 
Of  the  457  active  cases  91  were  granted  financial  aid  and  67  were  instructed  by  our 
home  teachers.  From  private  funds  7  were  given  gifts.  Employment  was  found 
for  one.    All  were  visited  and  told  of  the  activities  of  the  Division. 

There  were  134  cases  referred  by  the  Massachusetts  Eye  &  Ear  Infirmary,  of 
whom  113  were  newly  registered.

Work  for  Children 

From  the  slightest  service  to  very  time  absorbing  work,  some  form  of  assistance 
has  been  given  to  at  least  1,200  children  this  year.  Many  visits  have  been  made 
to  homes,  schools,  hospitals  and  other  organizations  in  the  interests  of  these  children. 

Aside  from  those  whom  we  already  know  and  from  the  groups  whom  we  see  when 
visiting  schools,  430  others,  not  formerly  known  to  our  department,  were  reported. 
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After  proper  medical  and  surgical  care  had  been  given,  only  214  of  these  re- 
mained with  vision  seriously  enough  defective  to  require  registering  in  our  files.

Again  this  year  we  thank  the  Massachusetts  Association  for  Promoting  the 
Interests  of  the  Adult  Blind  for  supplying  glasses  to  certain  of  our  children  with 
extremely  low  vision,  many  of  whom  might  otherwise  have  been  practically  bUnd, 
also  for  a  generous  Christmas  check  which  supplied  needed  warm  clothing  to  104 
children — from  a  pair  of  mittens  to  a  good  substantial  sweater. 

Although  no  new  Sight  Saving  Class  has  opened,  Boston  expects  to  open  a  new 
one  in  a  very  short  time.  This  will  be  in  the  Pauline  A.  Shaw  School  in  Dorchester 
and  be  of  great  convenience  to  children  who  have  been  obliged  to  make  three 
changes  in  cars  to  reach  the  Sight  Saving  Class  in  Roslindale.  It  will  be  the  16th 
class  in  Boston  and  the  40th  class  in  Massachusetts. 

During  the  year,  117  children  entered  Sight  Saving  Classes,  85  of  whom  were 
newly  reported  to  us.  There  were  22  admitted  to  Perkins  Institution.  Six  children 
were  received  at  the  Boston  Nursery  for  Blind  Babies.  State  schools  for  feeble- 
minded admitted  two.  Clear  typed  textbooks  were  loaned  to  57  children  for  use 
in  rural  schools  and  at  home. 

The  assistant  children's  worker  broadcast  on  Sight  Saving  Classes  in  a  course 
sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  last  winter.  Seven  talks  on 
Prevention  of  BUndness  and  BUnd  Children  have  been  given  before  school  and 
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public  health  nurses,  clubs  and  parent-teachers  associations.  These  talks  seem  to 
be  gratefully  received  and  must  add  much  in  spreading  the  message  of  sight  saving 
to  which  at  the  present  time,  many  seem  eager  to  lend  their  efforts. 

Employment 

One  of  our  most  difficult  problems  is  placing  blind  people  in  gainful  occupation. 
The  condition  of  the  times  during  the  past  five  years  has  added  greatly  to  our 
troubles.  We  have  nevertheless  worked  in  the  interest  of  several  hundred  blind 
persons  and  have  succeeded  in  placing  many  in  positions.  We  have  found  positions 
for  several  girls  as  housekeepers.  Employment  has  been  found  for  a  dictaphone 
operator  and  a  clerk. 

Two  stands  in  pubUc  buildings  have  been  started  and  are  being  successfully 
conducted. 

Employment  for  many  has  been  found  in  our  workshops  located  in  Cambridge, 
Fall  River,  Lowell,  Pittsfield  and  Worcester. 

Chapter  397  of  the  Acts  of  1935  which  became  operative  October  3d  provides  for 
the  tuning  and  care  of  all  publicly  owned  pianos  in  the  State,  also  for  the  renovating 
of  all  publicly  owned  mattresses  in  the  State  and  the  caning  of  all  publicly  owned 
chairs.  The  enactment  of  this  bill  has  brought  volumes  of  work  to  our  piano  tuners 
and  mattress  makers. 

Federal  monies  have  aided  greatly  during  the  past  year.  A  project  for  the  handi- 
capped has  enabled  us  to  place  several  of  our  people  at  work.  A  Braille  project 
sponsored  by  this  Division  is  now  in  progress  where  many  other  sightless  men  and 
women  are  employed. 

The  National  Braille  Press,  Inc.,  publishers  of  a  weekly  and  monthly  magazine 
for  finger  readers  and  managed  by  Francis  B.  lerardi  of  this  Division  has  furnished 
part  time  employment  for  11  women  and  7  men  throughout  the  year. 

At  the  Training  School  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  for  Promoting  the 
Interests  of  the  Adult  Blind  13  young  men  have  been  trained  in  various  kinds  of 
handwork. 

Through  the  Rehabilitation  Division  arrangements  were  made  for  the  training 
of  two  young  women. 

Valuable  and  necessary  assistance  has  been  rendered  to  a  large  group  who  do 
work  in  their  homes  by  the  purchase  and  delivery  of  materials  and  the  sale  of  the 
finished  product. 

During  the  year  several  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  other  places  of  employ- 
ment in  search  of  possible  positions. 

Publicity  and  Sales 

There  were  47  addresses  made  by  members  of  the  staff  before  various  organiza- 
tions including  church  societies,  women's  clubs,  schools  and  private  homes  with 
the  view  of  promoting  the  interest  of  the  work  of  this  Division,  and  many  meetings 
with  other  social  agencies  throughout  the  Commonwealth  were  attended  in  the 
interest  of  the  work. 

In  addition  to  the  Salesrooms  of  Boston  and  Pittsfield,  sales  of  articles  made  by 
the  blind  men  and  women  were  held  in  the  following  places:  Acton,  Arlington, 
Ashburnham,  Boston  (5),  Belmont,  Brookline,  (2),  Buzzards  Bay,  Cambridge  (2), 
Cataumet,  Centreville,  Cotuit,  Dedham,  Dover,  Framingham,  Groton,  Harwich- 
port,  Hyannisport,  Ipswich,  Magnolia,  Marblehead,  Marion,  Medford,  Megansett, 
Merrimac,  Milton,  Nahant,  New  Bedford,  Newton  (2) ,  Quincy,  Rochester,  Salem, 
Sharon,  Sherborn,  Somerville,  Springfield,  Stoughton,  Waban,  Waltham,  Wellesley, 
Wenham,  West  Falmouth,  Weston,  Woods  Hole,  Worcester  (2).  Goods  valued  at 
$9,580.38  were  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

Workshops 

The  Cambridge  shop  manufactured  10,891-5/12  dozen  brooms,  7,069-10/12 
dozen  mops,  277  rugs  and  118  rubber  mats.  The  sales  amount  to  10,520-10/12 
dozen  brooms,  6,826-4/12  dozen  mops,  277  rugs  and  118  rubber  mats.  71  blind 
men  ^yere  employed  in  this  shop. 
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In  the  Woolson  House  Industries,  14  blind  women  were  employed.  They  recaned 
1,220  chairs  for  $2,072.89  and  produced  hand  loomed  weavings  and  pewter  articles 
valued  at  $2,380.70. 

In  the  Fall  River  shop  12  men  were  employed.  They  manufactured  1,469  dozen 
brooms,  recaned  969  chairs  and  restrung  24  tennis  rackets. 

In  the  Lowell  shop  8  men  reseated  1,474  chairs  and  restrung  27  rackets. 

In  the  Pittsfield  shop  15  men  were  employed.  They  manufactured  1,542  dozen 
brooms  and  reseated  1,219  chairs.    202  rackets  were  restrung  in  this  shop. 

In  the  Worcester  shop  9  men  reseated  2,995  chairs  and  restrung  26  rackets. 

Home  Teaching 

The  home  teacher  is  most  important  not  only  as  a  tutor  but  in  enabling  the  blind 
person  to  adjust  himself  to  his  new  mode  of  living. 

The  service  rendered  by  our  7  teachers  has  proved  to  be  very  valuable  and  one 
of  the  most  important  departments  in  this  Division. 

Five  thousand  four  hundred  and  twelve  lessons  were  given  to  561  pupils  and  1,921 
calls  were  made  on  blind  persons  by  the  teachers  who  travelled  63,736  miles  in 
their  work. 

In  September  1935  after  due  deliberation,  much  thought  and  care.  Miss  Loretta 
Noonan  was  selected  as  a  home  teacher  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement 
of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Roberts  who  has  served  in  this  capacity  for  a  period  of  25  years. 

Miss  Noonan  is  a  graduate  of  Perkins  Institution  and  possesses  every  quality 
that  should  make  her  a  most  valuable  asset  in  this  work.  During  the  many  years 
Mrs.  Roberts  served  as  home  teacher  she  brought  much  credit  to  herself  and  the 
furtherance  of  our  work.  Perhaps  no  person  connected  with  this  Division  has 
brought  more  happiness  and  comfort  to  as  many  blind  persons  as  did  Mrs.  Roberts. 
Very  capable  in  her  training,  most  thoughtful  and  sympathetic,  her  persence  was 
always  welcomed  by  those  whom  she  endeavored  to  assist. 

Relief 

Financial  assistance  was  given  to  1,166  adults.  The  total  relief  amounted  to 
$189,676.35. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  grant  aid  to  a  larger  number  than  ever  this  year 
due  to  the  continued  economic  condition. 

The  amount  of  aid  granted  to  1,075  persons  varied  from  $5  to  $30  a  month,  as 
shown  in  the  following  analysis  for  one  month:

The  Massachusetts  Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  the  Adult  Blind, 
Lions  Clubs,  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  local  associations  in 
Boston,  Cambridge,  Lowell,  Lynn  and  Worcester,  and  reading  or  sewing  circles  in 
Abington,  Attleboro,  Boston,  Brockton,  Cambridge,  Fall  River,  Haverhill,  Law- 
rence, Lowell,  Lynn,  Medford,  New  Bedford,  Quincy,  Rockland,  Roslindale, 
Salem,  Springfield,  Taunton  and  Worcester  have  continued  to  render  valuable 
assistance  to  the  di\asion  in  promoting  sales,  arranging  for  hospital  treatment, 
vacations,  trips,  loans,  training  facilities,  assistance  in  securing  employment,  and 
promoting  the  happiness  of  the  older  groups  through  friendly  visiting  and  social 
gatherings. 

Doctors,  hospitals,  school  departments,  and  welfare  organizations  have  been 
very  helpful  in  cooperating  with  this  Division.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIVISION  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

Extension  Service  in  the  Field 

The  aim  of  the  Library  Adviser  is  to  bring  to  the  small  library  a  vision  of  its 
possibilities  for  service  and  to  help  it  to  function  to  its  fullest  capacity. 

Visits  to  libraries,  where  the  needs  may  be  seen  at  first  hand,  librarian  and  trus- 
tees interviewed  and  the  Division's  standards  for  libraries  (i.  e.  appropriation, 
circulation,  hours  open,  etc.)  may  be  discussed,  have  brought  results  in  solving 
administrative  problems  and  in  extending  library  service.  The  aids  which  the 
Division  offers,  including  inter-library  loan  privileges,  have  been  brought  out  in 
these  personal  contacts.  Detailed  surveys  have  followed  many  of  the  visits.  Help 
in  carrying  out  the  suggested  recommendations  has  been  given  by  the  Division.

Nine  libraries  have  been  completely  re-organized,  classified  and  cataloged. 
Of  these  the  work  done  in  Belchertown  is  typical.  Here  a  collection  of  6,000 
volumes  was  entirely  re-classified  and  cataloged  and  a  new  arrangement  of  the 
collection  worked  out.  Books  on  State  Certificate  and  High  School  reading  lists 
were  placed  in  special  sections.  Talks  on  the  library's  material  and  its  uses  were 
given  to  the  school  children,  who  were  brought  in  groups  to  the  library.  A  meeting 
with  teachers  and  the  superintendent  resulted  in  opening  the  library  twice  a  week 
at  noon  for  the  use  of  the  school  children,  with  the  teachers  in  charge.  An  expla- 
nation of  all  work  accomplished  was  presented  to  the  trustees  together  with  the 
suggestion  that  more  books  on  reading  lists  be  purchased  at  once.  As  money  was 
available  for  this,  a  purchasing  list  of  1500  worth  of  books  was  compiled  by  the 
Division. 

The  Division  is  cooperating  with  the  County  Extension  Service  of  the  State 
College  in  Amherst.  Members  of  the  staff  have  attended  meetings  of  the  group 
leaders,  who  are  representative  women  from  many  towns  meeting  under  the  direc- 
tion of  specialists  from  the  County  Extension  Service  to  discuss  home  and  civic 
problems.  Book  talks  have  been  given  and  the  services  offered  by  the  Division 
explained.  Books  are  being  sent  from  the  Division's  Lending  Library  to  be  circu- 
lated among  the  group  leaders  at  meetings  in  various  parts  of  the  state. 

Valuable  contacts  have  also  been  made  with  the  New  England  and  Massachu- 
setts Grange  Associations  by  the  Library  Adviser  as  speaker  at  two  of  their  large 
meetings,  and  with  Women's  Clubs  and  Parent-Teacher  Associations  through 
talks  given  by  the  General  Secretary. 

At  all  times  close  co-operation  is  urged  between  schools  and  libraries.  The 
Library  Adviser  and  her  assistants  have  themselves  made  contacts  between  these 
two  departments  in  all  towns  visited.  In  rural  communities,  where  the  library  is 
open  only  a  few  hours  a  week  and  the  township  covers  many  miles,  extension  of 
library  service  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  placing  of  a  large  proportion  of 
the  children's  books  in  the  schools  during  the  school  year. 

The  use  of  the  State  Certificate  reading  continues  as  appreciation  of  it  grows 
among  the  teachers.  Fully  50,000  certificates  are  awarded  each  year.  A  new  and 
revised  list  is  to  be  issued  soon. 

Story  hours,  made  possible  through  funds  from  the  Massachusetts  Library  Aid 
Association,  were  given  in  ten  towns.  These  story  hours  were  held  in  the  libraries 
if  accommodations  were  possible,  otherwise  in  the  schools.  In  every  case  stories 
were  told  from  books  that  were  in  the  public  library  and  use  of  the  library  and  its 
resources  stressed.  Superintendents,  principals,  and  teachers  attended  and  were 
most  appreciative  as  they  felt  that  such  story  telling  gives  a  great  impetus  to  better 
reading  for  the  children. 

Assistance  in  organizing  and  advice  on  book  selection  have  been  given  to  sixteen 
high  school  libraries. 

Lending  Collections 

There  are  three — the  general  coUection  of  adult  non-fiction ;  books  for  the  foreign- 
born,  in  thirtj^-two  languages ;  and  state  certificates  reading  for  grades  IV  through 
Junior  High  School.  The  total  number  of  volumes  issued  was  22,473,  or  an  average 
of  75  books  daily,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  public 
libraries  of  the  Commonwealth  borrowed  from  one  or  more  of  these  collections  in 
1935. 

The  general  collection  of  adult  non-fiction  is  built  up  almost  wholly  from  requests 
sent  in  daily  by  the  public  libraries  of  the  Commomvealth.  Requests  fall  into  two 
classes, — those  for  specific  books  too  expensive  or  too  speciahzed  for  the  ordinary 
library  to  purchase,  and  those  for  particular  subjects.  To  fill  the  requests  for 
specific  books  the  Division  purchased  about  700  volumes  and  borrowed  on  inter- 
library  loan  770  more.  Subjects  asked  for  are  many  and  varied.  A  few  taken  at 
random  will  suffice  to  indicate  the  scope  and  character  of  the  reading  interests  of 
the  patrons  of  our  public  libraries: — (a)  Present  day  problems:  Economic  sanctions; 
Changes  in  our  island  possessions;  the  Italio-Ethiopian  situation;  International 
aimaments;  The  New  Deal,  (b)  Hobbies  and  recreations:  Handicrafts  of  all  kinds; 
Parlor  magic;  Music;  the  Breeding  of  fur  bearing  animals;  Tropical  fish;  Stamps. 
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Among  the  more  unusual  requests  might  be  mentioned  that  for  vibrations  of 
plants,  information  on  "witch  doors"  and  the  construction  of  water  wheels  to  run 
farm  dynamos;  while  of  almost  daily  occurrence  are  calls  for  books  on  Diesel  en- 
gines, short  wave  radio  sets,  automobile  repair  and  on  psychology  and  education. 

In  addition  to  filling  special  requests  the  Division  sent  three-months  loans  of 
twenty-five  books  each  to  fifty-eight  public  libraries.  These  loans  consist  of  travel, 
biography,  home  economics,  science  and  other  popular  subjects.  Only  the  small 
libraries  whose  book  funds  do  not  permit  of  many  purchases  of  new  non-fiction 
avail  themselves  of  these  collections. 

Books  for  the  adult  foreign-born  in  their  native  languages  fill  a  decided  need  in 
the  Americanization  work  for  racial  groups.  By  such  books  pride  in  their  racial 
heritage  is  fostered  and  a  sense  of  worthwhileness  in  their  own  backgrounds  makes 
these  first  generation  aliens  feel  they  have  something  to  contribute  to  America. 
All  this  tends  to  overcome  the  inferiority  complex  often  developed  in  them  by  their 
children's  attitude,  makes  them  assert  themselves,  and  so  helps  to  improve  family 
relationships  and  discipline. 

The  State  Certificate  Reading  collection,  being  limited,  is  lent  only  to  very  small 
town  libraries  with  outlying,  isolated  schools,  and  to  superintendency  unions  at 
the  request  of  the  superintendent  who  undertakes  transportation  from  school  to 
school.  The  state  certificates  are  giving  a  great  impetus  to  reading  in  these  rural 
communities.

TEACHERS'  RETIREMENT  BOARD 

The  rate  of  assessment  for  the  school  year  beginning  July  1,  1935,  was  fixed  at 
5%  of  the  annual  salary  of  each  member,  subject  to  the  provision  of  the  law  which 
requires  that  the  minimum  annual  assessment  shall  be  $35  and  the  maximum  an- 
nual assessment  $100.  Notice  has  been  given  by  the  Board  of  its  intention  to  con- 
tinue this  rate  for  the  school  year  beginning  July  1,  1936. 

The  Teachers'  Retirement  Board  has  estimated  that  it  will  be  necessary  that  the 
State  appropriate  the  following  amounts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30, 
1936:

Teachers  who  served  in  Massachusetts  prior  to  July  1,  1914,  who  have  never 
joined  the  Retirement  Association,  may  become  members  at  any  time  before  at- 
taining the  age  of  seventy  by  paying  their  back  assessments  with  interest.  During 
the  year  1935,  there  were  139  such  teachers  who  joined  the  Association,  the  largest 
number  of  teachers  to  voluntarily  join  in  any  year  since  1915.  There  were  also 
1,104  teachers  who  enterd  the  service  for  the  first  time  who  were  required  to  be 
members,  an  increase  of  48  over  the  new  teachers  enrolled  in  1934.  On  December 
31,  1935,  there  were  20,273  active  members,  of  whom  3,888  were  teachers  who 
served  in  Massachusetts  prior  to  July  1   1914  and  voluntarily  joined  the  Retirement 
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Association  and  16,385  were  teachers  who  entered  the  service  of  this  State  for  the 
first  time  since  that  date  and  were  required  to  join. 

Interest  at  the  rate  of  33^  per  cent  was  credited  to  the  accounts  of  the  members 
on  December  31,  1935.  The  total  interest  credited  for  the  year  to  the  members' 
accounts  and  the  annuity  reserve  fund  amounted  to  $867,427.13. 

The  total  deposits  for  the  year  amounted  to  $1,917,608.94,  an  increase  of 
$46,322.99  over  the  deposits  received  in  1934,  Payments  amounting  to  $419,040.80 
were  made  on  account  of  members  who  left  the  service  of  the  public  schools  of 
Massachusetts.  Of  this  amount,  $345,373.67  was  contributions  and  the  balance, 
$73,667.13  was  interest.  Pajmaents  for  the  year  amounting  to  $149,290.73  were 
made  to  the  estates  of  deceased  m  mbers. 

The  income  over  disbursements  amounted  to  $2,191,269.79.  On  December  31, 
1935  the  gross  assets  were  $26,479,649.88  and  the  total  liabilities  amounted  to 
$25,970,397.98,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $509,251.90. 

One  hundred  seventy-eight  teachers  retired  during  the  year  1935,  their  annual 
retiring  allowances  amounting  to  $157,627.80.  Of  this  amount,  $39,615.56  was 
annuity  derived  from  the  contributions  made  by  these  members  before  retirement 
and  the  balance  was  pension  paid  from  State  appropriations.  The  retirements  for 
the  year  were  as  follows :  On  account  of  disability  before  attaining  the  age  of  sixty, 
2;  voluntary  retirements,  ages  sixty  to  sixty-nine,  132;  compulsory  retirements  at 
age  seventy,  44.

*  Teachers  who  served  in  Massachusetts  prior  to  July  1,  1914,  who  have  at  the  time  of  retirement 
15  years  of  service  in  this  State,  the  last  5  of  which  are  continuous,  receive  a  pen.«ion  from  the  State  based 
on  their  total  service  in  Massachusetts. 

Of  the  170  teachers  retired  during  the  year  at  the  age  of  sixty  or  over  with  credit 
allowance  for  service  prior  to  July  1,  1914,  84  received  the  maximum  pension 
payable  under  the  retirement  law  and  only  3  received  the  minimum  pension. 
Seven  of  these  170  teachers  had  served  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  for 
fifty  years  or  more. 

On  December  31,  1935,  there  were  1,672  retired  members  hving  who  retired  at 
the  age  of  sixty  or  over  and  the  average  retiring  allowance  for  these  members  was 
$778.19.  There  were  also  92  retired  members  living  who  were  retired  on  account 
of  disability  before  age  sixty.  The  average  retiring  allowance  for  these  members 
was  $390.79.  There  were,  therefore,  1,764  retired  members  living  on  December  31, 
1935,  their  retiring  allowances  amounting  to  $1,337,089.84,  of  which  $1,082,120.00 
is  pension  paid  from  State  appropriations  and  $254,969.84  is  annuity. 

There  are  1,554  members  of  the  Retirement  Association  who  during  1936  will  be 
eligible  to  retire  at  the  age  of  sixty  or  over,  50  of  whom  will  be  required  to  retire  at 
the  compulsory  age  of  seventy. 


MASSACHUSETTS  NAUTICAL  SCHOOL 

The  citizens  of  Massachusetts  from  the  earliest  colonial  days  have  been  inter- 
ested in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  sea  and  ships.  The  "Blessing  of  the  Bay", 
built  by  Governor  Winthrop  in  Medford  m  1631,  was  one  of  the  first  vessels  to  be 
built  in  this  country,  and  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  years,  shipbuilding  and  sea 
going  occupied  in  large  measure  the  attention  of  the  State.  The  first  schooner  was 
built  in  Gloucester  in  1714.  The  ship  "Dreadnaught",  launched  in  Newburyport 
in  1853,  was  noted  for  her  quick  passages  between  New  York  and  Liverpool,  and 
was  the  most  outstanding  packet  ship  of  her  time.    The  fleet  of  clipper  ships  built 
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in  East  Boston,  seventy-five  and  one  hundred  years  ago,  for  speed  and  beauty  of 
design,  were  unequalled  anywhere  in  the  world.  Many  of  the  pioneers  in  estab- 
lishing trade  routes  to  distant  parts  of  the  world  were  from  Salem  and  Boston.  In 
1788,  Capt.  Robert  Gray,  of  Boston,  in  the  "Lady  Washington",  and  Capt.  John 
Kendrick,  of  Wareham,  in  the  "Columbia",  were  the  first  American  captains  to 
visit  the  northwest  coast.  Capt.  Gray  in  the  "Columbia"  was  the  first  American 
to  sail  around  the  world. 

The  Boston  Marine  Society,  established  in  1742,  is  the  oldest  marine  society  in 
the  world. 

The  history  of  the  American  merchant  marine  is  largely  a  history  of  Massa- 
chusetts shipping,— the  hundreds  of  small  craft  built  in  the  colonial  period,  in 
Salem,  Medford,  Marblehead  and  Boston,  the  incomparable  clipper  ships  of  the 
last  century,  the  packet  ships,  the  whaling  vessels  of  Fairhaven,  New  Bedford  and 
Nantucket,  and  the  fishing  vessels  of  Boston,  Gloucester  and  Provincetown. 
Massachusetts  has  furnished  a  large  percentage  of  the  men  who  have  rnanned  the 
ships  of  our  merchant  marine  and  of  our  Navy  in  time  of  peace  and  in  time  of  war, 
and  has  been  aptly  called  the  premier  maritime  State  of  the  country. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  during  the  past  forty-two  years  has  been 
doing  its  full  share  in  maintaining  the  sea  traditions  of  the  State  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  register  of  graduates  printed  in  the  catalogue  of  the  school. 

The  Work  of  the  Year 

The  work  of  the  school  has  continued  along  the  usual  lines.  During  the  ^dnter 
months  the  ship  was  berthed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  and  the  customary  practice  cruise 
in  the  North-Atlantic  was  made  during  the  summer  months.  About  one  third  of 
the  total  mileage  of  the  cruise, — 10,627, — was  made  under  sail  alone. 

During  the  spring  overhaul  substantial  repairs  were  made  by  the  Na\y  Depart- 
ment, and  a  Fathometer  equipment  of  the  Standard  480  type,  the  latest  and  most 
accurate  method  of  deep  sea  sounding,  was  installed  on  board  the  "Nantucket" 
on  a  rental  basis.  Emergency  repairs  were  necessary  at  Ponta  Delgada  and  at 
Plymouth,  England.  The  Commissioners  greatly  appreciate  the  courtesy  extended 
by  the  British  Admiralty  in  permitting  repairs  to  the  main  engine  to  be  made  at 
the  Royal  Naval  Dockyard,  Plymouth. 

A  revised  manual  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  school  has  been  compiled  by 
the  Superintendent  and  printed,  a  copy  being  given  to  every  cadet  before  reporting 
on  board  the  "Nantucket". 

The  following  prizes  are  awarded  to  graduates:  The  Boston  Marine  Society  to 
the  graduate  excelling  in  those  qualities  making  for  the  best  shipmaster,  including 
aptitude,  prompt  and  cheerful  obedience  to  his  superior  officers,  devotion  to  duty, 
integrity,  force  of  character,  and  ability  to  attain  and  maintain  leadership;  the 
Wood-\\Tutman  Memorial  Prize,  to  the  graduate  ha\dng  the  highest  mark  in  sea- 
manship and  navigation  for  the  year;  the  Society  of  the  War  of  1812,  to  the  engineer 
graduate  having  excellence  in  studies,  good  conduct,  and  the  possession  of  those 
qualities  of  leadership,  and  willingness  to  assume  responsibility  which  have  ever 
characterized  the  Navy  and  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States;  the  Arthur  M. 
Wiggin  Prizes,  to  the  graduate  in  the  seamanship  class  and  to  the  graduate  in  the 
engineer  class  making  the  greatest  improvement  in  all  around  work  during  the  year; 
the  Massachusetts  Society  of  the  United  States  Daughters  of  1812,  to  the  graduate 
standing  highest  in  engineering  and  electricity.  The  latter  prize  was  awarded  for 
the  first  time  on  April  2,  1935.-  The  Commissioners  heartily  appreciate  this  helpful 
and  substantial  cooperation  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  the  school. 

BRADFORD  DURFEE  TEXTILE  SCHOOL 

The  enrollment  in  the  day  classes  for  the  school  year  1934-1935  was  142.  In  the 
evening  classes  2,077  applications  were  received  and  1,229  were  enrolled,  no  student 
having  his  name  placed  upon  the  register  until  he  had  been  in  attendance  at  least 
three  evenings. 

The  school  graduated  at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  44  from  the  day  classes 
and  403  from  the  evening  classes.  Of  the  evening  graduates  44  were  of  diploma 
grade  and  359  were  granted  certificates. 
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The  reduction  in  the  number  of  working  hours  in  the  week  and  the  very  general 
adoption  in  the  textile  industry  of  a  working  schedule  whereby  one  operating  group 
is  employed  in  the  mornings  and  a  different  group  in  the  afternoons,  has  given  to 
the  employees  of  the  mills  an  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  any  part-time  day 
courses  that  may  be  offered  by  educational  institutions.  This  school  has  made 
available  to  such  students  several  courses,  some  being  conducted  in  the  mornings 
and  others  in  the  afternoons,  all  of  these  courses  being  similar  in  content  to  the 
courses  offered  in  the  evening  department.  During  the  last  school  year  230  appli- 
cations were  received  for  work  in  these  special  classes,  and  124  were  enrolled. 

The  survey  of  textile  education  in  this  country,  made  by  the  Textile  Foundation, 
the  report  of  which  was  published  in  1934,  emphasized  the  need  of  broadening  the 
regular  day  courses  of  the  textile  schools  through  the  addition  of  subjects  not  re- 
lated to  the  strictly  manufacturing  processes  of  a  textile  plant.  The  report  pointed 
out  that  while,  to  the  young  men  attending  the  regular  day  courses  of  such  schools, 
knowledge  of  the  manufacturing  processes  might  be  of  major  importance,  yet  there 
were  other  subjects  essential  to  any  graduate  seeking  a  place  of  responsibility  in 
the  industrial  life  of  the  country. 

This  school  has  endeavored  to  meet  the  suggestions  of  the  survey  wherever  it 
was  felt  that  to  do  so  would  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  school  and  the  student. 
The  different  courses  have  been  broadened  by  having  new  topics  and  new  subjects 
introduced  wherever  possible.  The  most  notable  example  has  been  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  subjects  of  English  and  Economics,  an  additional  instructor  having  been 
engaged  for  this  work. 

The  school  is  co-operating  with  the  Textile  Foundation  in  every  way  possible  to 
the  end  that  textile  education  in  Massachusetts  will  be  the  equal  of  that  found  in 
any  similar  school,  whether  in  this  country  or  abroad. 

LOWELL  TEXTILE  INSTITUTE 

There  are  five  distinct  and  prescribed  courses  of  instruction  offered  to  day 
students  at  the  Lowell  Textile  Institute.  Of  these,  one  offers  five  options  of  such 
divergence  that  they  make  a  total  of  nine  different  courses.  Three  courses  are 
three  years  in  length  and  six  require  four  years  to  complete. 

Although  the  prescribed  courses  of  study  which  have  been  offered  for  a  number 
of  years  have  not  been  changed  during  the  past  year  in  their  general  make-up, 
certain  new  courses  in  the  Sales  Option  of  the  Textile  Engineering  course,  viz.. 
Advertising,  Statistics,  Styling,  and  Textile  Testing,  have  been  expanded  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  Junior  and  Senior  classes.  In  the  Chemistry  and  Textile 
Coloring  Department,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  courses  of  Micro- 
biology, Coloidal  Chemistry,  Rayon  Dyeing,  and  Photomicroscopy  as  their  appli- 
cations in  the  textile  field  became  of  greater  importance.  Not  only  do  students  in 
undergraduate  work  need  instruction  in  these  courses  but  with  the  opportunity 
to  give  graduate  courses,  advanced  students  will  require  further  instruction  in 
these  several  subjects.  This  need,  as  well  as  the  conditions  resulting  from  larger 
classes  in  the  Chemistry  Department,  makes  the  necessity  for  the  addition  to  the 
Colonial  Avenue  building  imperative. 

The  right  to  grant  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Science  in  Textile  Chemistry  and 
Master  of  Science  in  Textile  Engineering  was  given  to  this  Institute  by  act  of  the 
General  Court  of  1935.  This  opportunity  for  graduate  work  and  the  privilege  of 
receiving  the  Master  degree  has  already  been  accepted  by  students  who  are  now 
pursuing  courses  to  this  end.  Three  are  graduates  from  this  Institute  and  two  are 
from  other  colleges.  In  general,  graduates  from  the  Institute  may  receive  their 
Master's  degree  in  one  year  while  graduates  from  other  institutions  will  be  required 
to  spend  two  years  in  residential  study. 

The  total  registration  in  the  day  classes  as  of  December  1,  1935  was  180.  Of 
these,  140  were  from  Massachusetts,  and  162  from  New  England.  Seven  were 
from  outside  the  United  States.  At  the  commencement  in  June  1935,  29  degrees 
were  conferred  and  two  diplomas  were  awarded. 

The  evening  school  continued  to  record  large  classes,  1457  attending  as  of  Decem- 
ber 1,  1935.  This  is  220  more  than  last  year  of  the  same  date.  Classes  in  Woolen 
and  Worsted  Yarns,  Designing,  Weaving,  Loom  Fixing,  Chemistry,  Dyeing,  Textile 
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Marketing,  Machine  Shop  Practice,  and  English  showed  exceptionally  high  regis- 
tration. This  condition  is  evidence  of  the  increasing  interest  and  confidence  in  the 
textile  industry.  The  geographical  distribution  of  the  students  indicates  the  extent 
to  which  the  school  is  serving  the  industry  of  the  Merrimack  Valley.  Of  the  1,457 
evening  students,  900  were  from  Lowell,  385  from  Lawrence,  140  from  other  Masas- 
chusetts  towns  and  cities,  and  32  from  Nashua  and  other  New  Hampshire  towns. 
More  than  50  different  towns  and  cities  were  represented. 

The  courses,  twenty-four  in  number,  are  organized  to  meet  the  varied  needs  of 
those  who  work  during  the  daytime  in  some  one  of  the  many  departments  of  the 
textile  and  allied  industries.  At  the  graduation  exercises  held  in  April  1935  certifi- 
cates were  awarded  to  234  students. 

The  teaching  staff  is  composed  of  seven  professors  or  department  heads  and 
twenty-nine  assistant  professors  and  instructors.  In  addition  to  this  staff,  which 
serves  in  both  the  day  and  evening  schools,  nineteen  part-time  instructors  are  re- 
quired from  two  to  four  evenings  per  week  in  the  evening  school. 

Except  for  the  remodelling  of  the  Cotton  Picker  equipment  into  a  Single  Process 
Picker,  there  has  been  no  large  addition  to,  or  change  in,  the  equipment.  While, 
taken  as  a  whole,  the  equipment  is  representative  of  the  textile  machinery  found 
in  the  mills  in  this  section  of  the  country,  it  has  not  many  of  the  latest  types  of 
improved  machines.  A  liberal  sum  of  money  should  be  added  to  the  regular  main- 
tenance requirement  to  provide  examples  of  up-to-date  processes  of  textile  manu- 
facturing. 

The  buildings  of  yellow-faced  brick,  four  in  number,  form  the  sides  of  a  quadrangle 
and  in  addition  there  is  a  power  house  from  which  the  various  departments  are 
supplied  with  heat,  light,  and  power.  No  addition  to  this  group  has  been  made 
during  the  past  eighteen  years. 

NEW  BEDFORD  TEXTILE  SCHOOL 

Our  day  enrollment  the  past  year  showed  a  slight  decrease,  but  our  evening  en- 
rollment showed  a  material  gain  over  our  last  record.  These  figures  were:  Day 
enrollment,  129,  day  attendance,  115;  evening  enrollment,  2,311,  and  evening 
attendance,  1,613.  Our  day  graduates  were  34  and  our  evening  graduates  145,  a 
total  of  179. 

During  the  year  a  survey  of  our  day  graduates  was  made  and  this  showed  that 
they  were  located  in  27  states  and  14  foreign  countries.  One  gratifying  feature  of 
this  tabulation  was  that  over  half  of  our  graduates  are  located  in  Massachusetts 
and  two-thirds  are  in  New  England,  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

Important  changes  in  our  work  included  the  addition  of  Rayon  Processing  and 
Testing  to  our  General  Cotton  Courses,  and  the  Slide  Rule  in  all  our  regular  classes. 

In  our  evening  classes  the  Rayon  Preparation  Class,  Microscopic  Class,  and  the 
Weaving  Department  have  been  taxed  to  their  fullest  capacity.  Our  Textile  Pre- 
paration Class  for  Women  has  also  continued  popular  and  seems  to  fill  a  much 
needed  want.  This  course  has  been  extended  to  include  Rayon  Winding,  Warping, 
and  Throwing.  Indications  point  to  a  record  enrollment  for  another  year  and  this 
will  be  of  special  value  to  many  young  women  seeking  to  better  their  conditions. 
It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  service  as  far  as  possible  in  the  coming  year. 

One  venture  this  year  was  the  establishing  of  a  morning  class  for  those  who  work 
on  what  is  termed  the  afternoon  and  evening  "shift".  This  was  successful  and  wiU 
be  continued. 

As  an  addition  to  our  evening  classes  a  Rayon  Lecture  Course  was  conducted 
for  a  seven-week  period,  with  outstanding  specialists  as  the  speakers.  This  was 
quite  successful  and  some  225  enrolled  and  paid  the  registration  fee. 

Our  General  Cotton  Manufacturing  Class  has  been  studying  mixtures  of  cotton, 
rayon,  rabbit  fur  and  waste,  and  making  tests  in  all  processes  of  manufacture. 
Long  draft  has  been  studied  and  machines  changed  to  attain  results  comparable 
to  the  work  in  our  local  mills.    Ply  yarns  and  twist  have  also  been  featured. 

Our  Design  Department  has  branched  out  to  include  matching  colors  for  rayon 
and  for  mixtures  of  both  cotton  and  rayon.  Dobby,  Jacquard  and  handloom  work 
has  also  been  emphasized. 

In  our  Chemistry  Department  the  addition  of  dyeing  of  Rayon  has  been  included 
in  the  regular  work. 
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Our  Mechanical  Drafting  Department  has  included  jig  and  tool  designing  to 
their  regular  work  with  satisfactory  results. 

Our  school  has  held  weekly  assemblies  with  illustrated  lectures  on  educational 
subjects,  and  talks  by  representative  citizens  during  the  school  year. 

The  roof  on  the  oldest  school  building  was  renovated  as  a  P.  W.  A.  project  during 
the  past  summer,  and  is  now  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

DIVISION  OF  VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION 

Recent  issues  of  The  Boston  Evening  Transcript  have  published  facts  and  figures 
which  indicate  that  conditions  are  increasingly  auspicious  to  successful  placement 
in  farming  careers  in  Massachusetts.  Favorable  conditions  alleged  for  a  sound 
program  of  vocational  agricultural  education  cited  in  previous  reports  evidently 
have  not  been  overdrawn. 

The  first  article  appeared  in  the  Magazine  Section  of  the  Saturday  Evening  Trans- 
cript for  May  18,  1935;  and  is  reprinted  here  by  permission  of  the  Magazine  Editor, 
Mr.  C.  B.  Palmer. 

"New  England's  Farm  Census  Jumps  30  Per  Cent 
"Four-Year  Increase  Shows  Several  Factors  at  Work  for  Rural 
Repopulation,  Notably  Nature  and  the  Depression 
By  William  H.  Clark 
"Is  the  picturesque  but  melancholy  deserted  farmhouse  of  the  New  England 
back  road  going  to  be  transformed  into  a  warm,  living  home  again?   Are  the 
sagging  rooftrees,  the  shattered  windows  and  the  leaning  chimneys  going  to 
be  repaired?      Are    the    weather  and   frost  cracked   clapboards    going   to 
be  repainted  and  replaced?       Are  the  deserted  kitchens  once  again  to  become 
fragrant  with  cooking  and  lighted  windows  brighten  where  darkness  has  en- 
dured for  generations?    Is  New  England  going  to  'come  back'  agriculturally? 
"If  the  figures  of  the  1935  Agricultural  Census  for  New  England,  just  com- 
pleted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  are  any 
indication,  then  such  may  soon  become  a  fact,  for  between  April  1,  1930,  and 
January  1,  1935,  farms  actually  producing  food  increased  from  124,925  to 
162,053 — an  approximate  gain  of  30  per  cent.     If  this  continues,  then  the 
deserted  farm  will  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 


"The  increase,  however,  has  not  been  evenly  distributed  throughout  New 
England.  It  tends  to  be  most  marked  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  larger  cities, 
although  remoter  sections  through  which  good  roads  pass  have  also  seen  their 
tillable  acreage  multiply. 

"The  State  of  Connecticut  leads  the  list  for  growth;  from  17,195  farms  in 
1930,  it  now  has  34,853,  an  increase  of  103  per  cent. 

"Vermont  has  had  the  smallest  proportionate  increase.  It  had  24,898  farms 
in  1930  and  now  has  27,136,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent. 

"Maine  also  increased  comparatively  little.  With  39,006  farms  in  1930,  it 
now  has  42,012,  a  growth  of  nearly  10  per  cent. 

"New  Hampshire  grew  twice  as  much.  In  1930,  it  had  14,906  farms,  it  now 
has  2,807  more,  or  17,713  farms — 20  per  cent  growth. 

"Massachusetts  increased  its  number  of  farms  about  44  per  cent.  There 
were  25,598  in  1930,  now  the  Government  finds  the  number  to  be  36,011, 
11,413  more. 

"Although  no  sociological  study  of  the  reasons  for  this  remarkable  growth 
in  farms  in  New  England  has  been  published,  it  is  thought  that  at  least  four 
factors  are  concerned. 

"The  Why  of  It 
"First  is  the  economic  growth  of  specialty  farming,  as  well  as  general  agri- 
culture, made  possible  by  the  automobile  and  the  extension  of  good  roads. 
This  is  shown  in  the  increased  number  of  truck  gardens,  orchards,  henneries 
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and  the  like.  Formerly,  when  the  farms  of  New  England  were  abandoned, 
one  reason  was  the  difficulty  in  getting  to  market  with  produce;  only  staple 
and  non-perishable  produce  could  be  shipped  by  horse  drawn  vehicles  over 
rutty,  muddy  roads.  Today,  the  picture  is  utterly  different.  Hardly  a  farm 
in  New  England  but  is  within  a  few  hours  of  a  city  and  eggs,  fruit,  and  fresh 
green  vegetables  can  often  be  harvested,  transported  and  sold  within  twelve 
hours.  This  makes  it  possible  for  farms  which  could  not  yield  a  profit  in  the 
old  days  to  pay  an  adequate  return  in  the  present  time. 

"The  second  factor  is  the  taking  up  of  land  by  immigrants,  among  whom 
the  Poles  in  the  Connecticut  Valley  are  conspicuous.  Perhaps  the  principal 
reason  for  the  abandonment  of  the  land  by  the  Yankee,  aside  from  the  migra- 
tion to  the  West  and  the  lure  of  'easier  money'  and  'shorter  hours'  in  industry, 
was  the  fact  that  the  Yankee  family  steadily  dwindled  in  its  number  of  children. 

"Formerly,  a  farmer  would  have  six,  seven,  or  even  more  boys  and  girls  and 
thus  he  could  count  upon  having  an  inexpensive  supply  of  labor  available. 
But  when  the  children  of  successive  generations  decreased  in  number,  then 
it  became  necessary  for  the  farmer  to  either  cut  his  acreage  or  hire  labor. 
This  meant  either  decreased  production  or  increased  costs;  both  of  which 
operated  to  the  same  end,  smaller  net  income.  On  the  poor  soiled  farms, 
where  only  great  and  continual  toil  could  produce  a  profit,  this  condition 
forced  abandonment  eventually  in  that  most  farms  failed  to  yield  a  living  at 
all. 

"The  New  Farmers 

"But  the  immigrant  families  reverse  this  condition.  They  have  children; 
plenty  of  them.  And,  what  is  more  important,  everyone  in  the  families  works 
in  the  field  as  well  as  in  the  house  as  a  matter  of  custom.  Side  by  side,  husband 
and  wife  will  plough  and  cultivate,  weed  and  harvest  and  with  them  each  child 
does  its  share,  from  big  brother  and  sister,  down  to  baby  brother  hardly  old 
enough  to  know  what  he  is  doing.  As  a  result  the  immigrant  family  can  take 
over  a  farm  abandoned  by  a  Yankee  family  and,  with  everybody  working 
constantly  at  whatever  needs  to  be  done,  make  the  deserted  land  produce  not 
only  a  living  but  a  very  good  living.  Thousands  of  acres  are  being  taken  up 
by  these  new  citizens  of  New  England,  making  the  section  that  much  richer 
and  more  prosperous. 

"The  third  factor,  concerning  which  no  direct  information  is  as  yet  available, 
is  the  supposed  drift  into  New  England  of  farmers  from  the  West.  This  has, 
to  a  small  degree,  been  going  on  for  years.  Farmers  from  the  dry-farming 
areas  particularly,  have  been  contrasting  the  green  grass  and  abundant  rainfall 
of  their  ancestral  New  England  with  the  burning  heat,  uncertain  rains  and 
certain  wind-storms  of  the  West  and  so  some  of  them  have  come  back  to  the 
homes  of  their  fathers. 

"While  this  migration  has  not  at  all  been  of  numerical  importance,  whatever 
the  historical  value  may  be,  in  the  past  few  years  of  terrible  drought  and  dust 
storms  in  the  dry-farming  region  has,  it  is  thought,  increased  this  migration. 
As  yet,  the  many  farmers  who  have  abandoned  their  western  farms  and  moved 
East,  have  not  spilled  over  into  New  England  in  any  considerable  number  but 
it  is  expected  that  at  least  some  of  them  will  come  here  this  year  or  next. 

"The  Unemployed 

"The  fourth  factor  in  the  increased  number  of  farms  is  unemployment  and 
the  depression.  Unquestionably,  a  large  number  of  city  folks  have  'gone  back 
to  the  soil.'  Probably,  in  many  instances,  this  has  been  merely  the  son  or 
daughter,  and  the  young  family,  going  home  to  live  on  the  old  folks  until  times 
get  better.  But,  in  some  cases,  as  the  years  have  gone  on,  son,  or  son-in-law, 
has  turned  to  farming  for  a  living,  either  working  with  the  father  or  taking  a 
section  of  his  idle  land  and  making  a  new  farm  out  of  it.  In  other  cases  too, 
families  put  onto  part  time  work  in  industry,  have  taken  up  small  acreages 
near  their  homes,  and  although  they  are  practicing  nothing  more  than  sub- 
sistence farming,  have  thus  increased  the  agricultural  output  of  New  England 
and  helped  the  section  thereby,  while  helping  eke  out  their  reduced  incomes. 
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"Finally,  an  undetermined  number  of  men,  thrown  out  of  work,  have  gone 
right  back  to  the  soil  in  earnest.  They  have  purchased  land,  or  taken  over 
abandoned  farms  and  settled  down  to  make  a  living  out  of  the  dirt.  In  most 
cases  this  has  meant  great  hardship  for  the  families  involved,  a  return  to  nearly 
primitive  conditions.  But  it  has  meant  a  healthier  life  for  them  and  they  have 
been  growing  their  own  food  and  cutting  their  own  fuel.  They  may  not  have 
been  as  comfortable  as  they  were  in  the  old  city  home  but  they  have  attained 
security  in  being  sure  of  a  roof  over  their  heads,  food  for  their  table  and  wood 
for  their  fires. 

"Possibly,  this  fourth  factor  in  the  increased  agricultural  acreage  will  not 
continue  operative  but  it  seems  certain  that  the  other  three  will.  The  migra- 
tion from  the  dry  West  is  apparently  only  starting,  the  taking  up  of  land  by 
European  immigrants  is  well  established  and  economically  sound ;  and  the  first 
factor,  that  of  the  growth  of  truck  gardens  and  specialty  farming,  is  certain 
to  increase  as  transportation  improves  and  the  electrification  of  the  rural  areas 
and  anticipated  decentralization  of  industry  will  progressively  make  country 
life  more  comfortable  and  more  remunerative." 

The  second  article,  reprinted  from  the  New  England  Homestead,  appeared  in  the 
Boston  Evening  Transcript  Magazine  Section,  Saturday,  June  1,  1935: 

"The  Agricultural  East 


"Other  sections  of  the  country  have  been  prone  to  speak  lightly  of  agriculture 
in  New  England  and  refer  to  this  section  as  the  industrial  east.  As  we  have 
repeatedly  stated  in  these  columns,  agriculture  is  one  of  New  England's  greatest 
industries  and  at  present  stands  out  quite  favorably  compared  with  some  of 
the  great  industrial  activities. 


"That  agriculture  in  general  is  making  progress  in  this  area  is  evidenced  by 
the  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  all  kinds.  In  1932  the  total  receipts  for 
the  six  New  England  States  amount  to  $144,835,000  and  in  1934  had  increased 
to  $169,042,000,  an  increase  of  over  $24,000,000  of  which  only  $1,210,000  were 
A.  A.  A.  benefit  and  rental  payments." 

Commenting  on  the  foregoing  facts  and  figures,  it  may  suffice  to  say  that  the 
highest  per  cent  of  increase  in  the  number  of  farms,  44  per  cent,  is  found  in  Massa- 
chusetts; that  sons  of  immigrant  families  are  found  in  vocational  agricultural 
classes;  and  that  the  tendency  of  immigrant  families  to  keep  such  boys  in  school 
until  graduation,  presages  ultimate  elevation,  and  not  disastrous  depression,  of 
standards  of  living  on  the  profitable  farms  of  this  Commonwealth. 

That  vocational  agricultural  education  is  gradually  gaining  in  Massachusetts 
will  be  evident  from  the  following  statement  published  in  our  Agricultural  Teacher 
Training  Staff  Letter  for  May,  1934:

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In  the  Regional  Public  Speaking  Contest  held  at  Eastern  States  Exposition, 
September  20,  1934,  Alfred  Vaughan  of  Worcester  Agricultural  Department,  who 
had  won  our  State  Contest,  placed  sixth.  Our  contestant  on  September  19,  1935, 
highest  ranking  F.  F.  A.  speaker  in  our  State  Contest,  and  also  from  Worcester, 
placed  sixth.  Out  of  five  times  trying,  Massachusetts  has  won  the  Regional  and 
National  Championships  twice. 

Judging  contests  continue  to  hold  important  educational  and  sporting  parts  in 
our  program.  In  the  Regional  Contests  held  at  Eastern  States  Exposition  in  Sep- 
tember, our  Milk  Judging  Team  placed  first,  with  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  highest 
ranking  individuals;  our  Poultry  Judging  Team  placed  third,  with  first  individual; 
and  our  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  Team  placed  ninth,  with  fifth  individual.  In  a  new 
Showmanship  Contest,  exhibiting  the  dairy  cattle  placed  in  the  Judging  Contest, 
Massachusetts  vocational  agricultural  boys  won  all  of  the  gold,  silver,  and  bronze 
medals  offered  by  the  American  Jersey  Cattle  Club,  and  the  ribbons  awarded  by 
the  Future  Farmers  of  America,  a  national  association  of  boys  studying  vocational 
agriculture,  which  now  has  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  members. 

Scholarship  is  not  neglected.  Ambitious  pupils,  talented  for  such  work,  have 
gone  on  to  agricultural  colleges;  and  in  notable  recent  cases  have  been  awarded 
degrees  of  Ph.D.  in  sciences  within,  or  adjacent  to,  fields  of  practical  agriculture. 

The  loss  of  the  Vocational  Agricultural  Department  at  Hanover  has  been  bal- 
anced by  the  gain  of  a  new  Vocational  Agricultural  Department  in  Barnstable 
High  School  at  Hyannis.  A  drastic  cut  in  the  school  appropriation,  occasioned  by 
loss  of  a  major  manufacturing  industry  accompanied  by  a  mounting  relief  roll  and 
tax  rate,  necessitated  dropping  school  activities  not  prescribed  by  law  in  Hanover, 
Local  regret  at  losing  this  agricultural  education  service  was  strongly  expressed. 

Support  has  been  given  agricultural  recovery  programs,  wherever  needed,  but 
most  notably  at  Hubbardston  where  an  instructor  (full  time)  has  been  employed 
in  a  locality  where  there  had  been  no  vocational  agricultural  school  or  department 
before.  At  Hubbardston,  Rural  Rehabilitation  as  a  government  enterprise  has 
now  been  replaced  by  the  Resettlement  Service.  But  our  cooperative  relationships 
have  been  continued. 

Another  survey  of  graduates,  suggested  for  consideration  by  Directors  of  Schools 
and  Departments,  was  made;  and  Mr.  Ralph  M.  Brown  of  Brimfield  was  recom- 
mended for  recognition  by  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  recommen- 
dation met  with  favorable  action  and  the  awarding  of  an  attractive  certificate,  at 
the  banquet  held  in  connection  with  the  Seventeenth  Union  Agricultural  Meeting 
in  Worcester,  January  10,  1935,  for  "Creditable  Accomplishments  in  Poultry 
Keeping".  This  annual  award  is  a  high  honor,  and  year  by  year  adds  to  the  pres- 
tige of  our  work. 

Achievements  of  our  pupils  in  general,  in  thrift,  scholarship,  writing,  speaking, 
and  judging,  and  of  our  graduates  in  agricultural  and  horticultural  careers,  have 
continued  to  enhance  the  standing  of  our  vocational  agricultural  education  service 
in  the  ej^es  of  pupils  and  teachers,  parents  and  the  public. 

Helping  to  contrive  effective  teamwork  programs  among  "Smith-Hughes"  and 
"Smith-Lever"  workers  has  continued  to  be  a  major  obligation,  and  has  continued 
to  meet  with  encouraging  success.  The  need  of  such  teamwork  is  perennial.  Its 
price  is  perpetual  patience  and  persistence. 

Pre-Employment  Teacher -Teaining  and  Training  Teachers  in  Service 

The  Pre-Employment  Teacher-Training  at  JMassachusetts  State  College  con- 
tinued with  only  one  important  change  in  1934-35.  A  full  year  apprentice-teaching 
plan  was  put  into  effect  with  two  apprentices  placed  under  competent  supervision, 
one  at  the  Essex  County  Agricultural  School  and  one  at  the  department  in  West 
Springfield  High  School. 

The  plan  to  secure  such  practice  for  the  trainee  between  the  junior  and  senior 
years  was  adopted  so  late  that  two  graduates  were  placed  for  the  first  year  and 
steps  have  been  taken  to  ultimately  place  four  men  each  year,  mostly  undergrad- 
uates. The  plan  has  been  successful  and  has  been  praised  by  all  involved  in  the 
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experience.  At  the  same  time,  employment  was  found  for  two  graduates  for  whom 
no  other  employment  was  in  sight. 

The  other  phases  of  the  undergraduate  teacher-training  continued  as  previously 
reported,  with  the  enrollment  rigidly  sifted  in  view  of  the  small  turnover  among 
employed  teachers.  The  College  has  seriously  sought  to  remove  all  obstacles  in 
the  way  of  ideal  training  for  those  needing  it  but  no  effort  has  been  made  to  increase 
the  number  of  trainees. 

The  summer  school  courses  at  the  State  College  were  restored  in  1935  but,  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  vacancies  in  teaching,  no  publicity  was  given  to  the  vocational 
education  courses.  Five  persons  appeared  demanding  such  service  and  did  very 
satisfactory  work.    Each  person  presented  a  very  definite  need  for  such  instruction. 

Im-provement  of  Teachers  in  Service  continued  with  little  change  except  that  there 
were  fewer  inexperienced  teachers  and  the  service  was  adapted  to  the  experience 
of  the  men.  Each  teacher  was  visited  early  in  the  school  year  and  again  toward 
the  end,  and  the  remainder  of  the  program  fitted  the  needs  discovered  early  in  the 
year. 

Again,  two  groups  of  teachers  asked  for  a  professional  improvement  course  for 
experienced  teachers  and  such  courses  were  conducted  at  two  centers.  Twelve 
men  met  at  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  at  intervals  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Supervisor  of  Teacher-Training  and  in  the  intervals  worked  out  their  special 
problems  in  their  schools.  A  second  group  of  eleven  men  met  at  the  Bristol  County 
Agricultural  School.  For  those  who  desired  graduate  credit  at  the  State  College 
for  the  course  in  Education,  Course  No.  183  was  secured.  These  courses  have  re- 
sulted in  a  marked  improvement  of  the  teaching  methods  of  most  of  the  men. 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  professional  improvement  conference  was  held  July 
29-31,  1935,  at  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  with  nearly  100  per  cent 
of  the  teachers  and  directors  attending.  The  major  part  of  the  conference  con- 
sisted of  round  tables  in  which  the  teachers  carried  the  entire  program.  In  the 
general  sessions  valuable  addresses  contributing  to  the  main  theme  were  given  by 
Mr.  Jerome  Burtt,  Supervisor  of  Secondary  Education;  Mr.  Edgar  L.  Gillett, 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  C.  H.  Lane,  Federal  Agent  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Interior;  Dr.  A.  W.  Gilbert,  Field  Specialist  of  the  A.  A.  A., 
Director  W.  B.  Dennen  of  the  Worcester  Boys'  Trade  School  and  Director  R.  0. 
Small. 

For  the  first  time,  the  agricultural  group  conducted  a  sectional  meeting  at  the 
State  convention  of  the  ^lassachusetts  Vocational  Association  in  Springfield  on 
May  11.  Nearly  half  of  all  the  agricultural  teachers  of  the  State  participated  in 
this  section  in  which  four  teachers  presented  several  phases  of  "Summer  teaching 
on  the  job." 

Through  periodical  "Staff  Letters"  and  other  helps  compiled  for  teachers,  the 
Supervisor  of  Teacher-Training  has  supplemented  the  service  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  paragraphs. 

TRADE  AND  INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION 
Boys  and  Men 
Day  Schools 

Though  the  total  enrollment  in  the  day  vocational  schools  appears  to  be  limited 
only  by  the  capacity  of  these  schools  to  accommodate  students,  the  total  number 
of  graduates  for  the  year  1933-1934,  the  last  year  for  which  figures  are  available, 
shows  a  decrease  of  11.6  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  first  time  in 
many  years  that  there  has  not  been  an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

In  Cambridge  and  Milford  new  vocational  schools  were  organized,  each  with  a 
general  department  for  boys  and  girls. 

There  have  been  four  new  trade  departments  and  one  new  general  department 
organized  in  the  day  vocational  schools.  The  new  trade  departments  were:  Elec- 
trical Work  and  Auto  Repair  in  the  Salem  Vocational  School;  Welding  in  the 
Waltham  Trade  School;  and  Electrical  Work  in  the  Haverhill  Trade  School.  The 
new  general  department  was  organized  in  the  Haverhill  Trade  School. 

The  city  of  Springfield  is  continuing  its  industrial  survey.  The  baking  industry 
which  is  just  being  completed  suggests  the  possibility  of  some  trade  training  in 
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this  field.  The  development  of  this  awaits  the  erecting  of  a  new  building  to  house 
the  combined  boys'  and  girls'  work. 

Due  to  the  continued  effect  of  the  depression  there  is  little  tendency  on  the  part 
of  industry  to  take  into  employment  the  14-16-year-old  boy  and  girl  with  the  result 
that  those  who  in  other  years  left  school  and  entered  emplojanent  are  still  in 
school.  Many  of  these  boys  and  girls  are  being  effectively  helped  to  prepare  for 
industrial  employment  later  through  the  program  of  the  general  vocational  de- 
partments in  our  vocational  schools.  This  auspicious  beginning  promises  much 
better  work  as  the  schools  improve  their  organization  and  equipment. 

The  record  of  placement  of  graduates  of  day  industrial  and  part-time  school 
graduates  for  the  year  1933-1934  shows  an  improvement  both  as  to  percentage 
placed  in  the  trade  for  which  training  was  given,  and  wages  received.  The  place- 
ment was  improved  20.4  per  cent  and  the  average  entering  wages  showed  an  in- 
crease of  8.4  per  cent. 

Though  there  are  no  statistics  available  yet  for  the  year  1934-1935,  it  is  known 
that  in  certain  trades  there  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the  demand  for  the  trade 
school  graduate — in  some  trades  100  per  cent  of  the  graduates  being  at  work  before 
the  close  of  school,  at  wages  in  excess  of  those  of  last  year.  Except  in  the  building 
trades  there  is  an  increased  demand  for  young  trained  workers. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  that  while  employment  for  young  people 
was  exceedingly  scarce,  75.3  per  cent  of  all  our  trade  school  graduates  were  known 
to  have  secured  worthwhile  employment  in  skilled  occupations  six  months  after 
graduation;  52.2  per  cent  of  all  the  graduates  had  secured  emplo5mient  in  the  par- 
ticular occupation  for  which  they  had  been  trained  at  an  average  entering  wage  of 
$15.41  per  week.

The  industrial  schools  of  Massachusetts  are  now  called  upon  annually  to  care 
for  at  least  35,000  minors  who  in  1922  were  out  of  school;  the  majority  of  them 
at  work.  In  common  with  the  conventional  schools,  the  day  vocational  schools 
are  filled  to  overflowing. 

This  overcrowding  is  seriously  jeopardizing  the  efficiency  of  our  unit  trade 
classes.  Many  of  these  youth  are  not  best  served  by  long  time  unit  trade  work. 
They  need  a  more  diversified  and  general  program. 

To  conserve  the  unit  trade  schools  for  those  youth  who  can  profit  most  by  that 
type  of  education,  and  to  afford  a  larger  amount  of  specially  diversified  training 
for  the  others,  I  herewith  recoimnend  that  in  each  industrial  school  we  organize  a 
general  vocational  department. 

The  plan  in  this  department  should  be  to  accept  boys  and  girls  who  do  not  aim 
to  spend  a  long  time  in  training,  and  to  afford  them  diversified  experiences  which 
are  planned  to  assist  them  in  securing  placements  in  such  employments  as  may 
be  open  to  them  in  the  communities  served. 

The  details  of  the  general  approval  factors  which  have  been  worked  out  for  our 
unit  trade  schools  (and  other  State-aided  types)  should  apply  in  the  main,  but 
necessary  modifications  of  these  factors  should  be  made  to  meet  the  needs  of  this 
new  situation.  As  long  as  the  service  is  limited  to  the  age  group  and  the  aims 
and  the  objectives  are  kept  clearly  vocational,  there  is  authority  for  this  depart- 
ment under  the  existing  law. 

A  careful  study  of  the  enrollment  and  persistency-of-membership  situations  in 
our  day  industrial  schools  shows  that  the  minors  involved  may  be  divided  into 
two  general  but  overlapping  groups  which  separate  quite  definitely  at  or  near  the 
end  of  the  first  year  when  most  of  them  have  reached  their  sixteenth  birthdays.

Group  1.  (The  larger  group.)  Those  who  are  interested  in  securing  work  but 
are  not  serious  or  settled  in  their  choices  and  will  not  or  cannot  remain  in  training 
much  beyond  the  age  of  16. 

Group  2.  (The  smaller  group.)  Those  who  are  seriously  interested  in  securing 
employment  as  skilled  workers,  have  well-defined  choices,  and  will  remain  in  train- 
ing until  they  have  completed  a  prescribed  course  in  preparation  for  advantageous 
placement  in  the  trade  chosen. 

It  is  found  that  the  first  group  is  larger  than  the  second.  While  no  well-defined 
lines  of  separation  exist  between  them,  those  individuals  at  the  extremes  of  either 
group  are  very  far  apart  in  capacities,  interests,  and  objectivity. 

One  type  cannot  profit  by  or  be  properly  served  by  the  program  planned  for 
the  other.  Two  different  vocational  programs  are  needed:  A  new  type  of  voca- 
tional program  organized  along  more  general  lines  and  for  a  shorter  period  of  train- 
ing for  the  first  group;  the  present  unit  trade  organization  for  the  second  and 
smaller  group.

Part-Tiyne  Co-operative  and  Apprenticeship  Schools 
There  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  part-time  co-operative  work  from  last 
year.  Some  slight  improvement  has  taken  place  but  there  is  an  abundant  supply 
of  young  workers  on  full  time.  The  part-time  Apprentice  School  for  Sheet  Metal 
Apprentices  in  Metropolitan  Boston  has  been  carried  on  at  the  South  Boston  High 
School.  The  part-time  co-operative  machine  course  in  the  Quincy  Trade  School 
has  been  discontinued. 

A  new  part-time  school  of  Pottery  was  organized  in  Plymouth  to  give  training 
in  design  and  manufacture  of  pottery,  with  one  teacher  and  a  group  of  20  students. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Education,  the  Office  of 
Education,  Washington,  D.C.,  Mr.  James  A.  Kielty,  of  Fitchburg,  Massachusetts, 
was  appointed  as  a  temporary  Co-ordinator  in  charge  of  apprentice  matters  in  the 
Division  of  Vocational  Education.  Mr.  Kielty  withdrew  from  the  service  after  a 
short  time  and  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Learmonth  of  Boston  was  appointed  to  fill  his  place. 
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Mr.  Learmonth  made  many  contacts  with  different  industries  scattered  widely 
over  the  entire  State.  Considerable  interest  was  found  in  apprentice  training  in 
many  of  the  industries  of  Massachusetts.  Some  of  this  interest  appeared  to  lie  in 
the  prospect  of  obtaining  young  workers  below  the  minimum  wage  of  the  N.R.A. 
then  in  effect;  much  of  it  was  a  realization  that  the  industries  might  well  be  faced 
with  a  severe  shortage  of  skilled  labor  should  industry  rapidly  improve. 

The  failure  of  the  apprenticeship  plan  to  function  at  all  may  be  attributed 
partly  to  the  reluctance  of  industry  to  enter  into  an  agreement  which  required 
both  a  wage  minimum  which  was  felt  to  be  too  high  and  the  acceptance  of  a  "local 
trade  advisory  committee"  whose  function  would  be  to  supervise  and  approve  the 
conditions  of  employment  of  the  apprentices.  The  chief  cause  for  its  failure  un- 
doubtedly was  due  to  the  hesitation  of  industry  to  tie  itself  up  in  a  rather  extended 
training  program  in  the  face  of  such  unsteady  economic  conditions. 

Evenmg  Schools 

The  evening  industrial  schools  have  been  very  well  attended  with  a  much  in- 
creased demand  for  training  in  the  metal  trades,  particularly  in  Welding. 

A  new  evening  school  was  established  in  Attleboro  with  a  course  in  Jewelry 
Design  for  jewelry  workers,  and  two  evening  schools  were  re-established  in  Waltham 
and  Holyoke  respectively. 

In  Waltham,  courses  in  Machine  Shop  work.  Machine  Drawing  and  Welding 
were  re-established;  in  Holyoke,  courses  in  Machine  Shop  work  and  Welding  were 
re-established.  A  course  in  Oil  Burners  and  Refrigerators  was  established  in  New 
Bedford;  Drawing  for  machinists  was  re-established  in  Springfield;  Cloth  Design 
was  dropped  in  Lawrence;  and  a  course  in  Sheet  Metal  Drafting  was  established 
in  Beverly. 

The  city  of  Somerville  has  under  construction  a  fine  new  trade  school  building 
which  will  place  this  school  among  the  best  housed  in  the  State.  The  Boston 
Trade  School  is  making  plans  to  add  much  needed  room  to  its  building,  and  the 
Springfield  Trade  School  is  planning  a  new  2,000-pupil  building  in  a  new  location. 

Pre-Employment  Teacher-Training  and  Training  Teachers  in  Service 

The  program  for  training  industrial  teachers,  still  in  curtailed  form  owing  to 
small  placement  demand,  was  represented  in  1934-1935  by  three  classes  held 
respectively  in  Boston,  Worcester,  and  Springfield.  Each  of  these  classes  was  con- 
ducted for  50  sessions  of  two  hours  each.  Enrolled  in  them  were  58  men  selected 
from  107  candidates  who  applied  for  admission.  As  usual,  restrictions  on  admis- 
sion to  the  classes  were  imposed  not  only  on  the  basis  of  total  numbers,  but  on 
the  basis  of  trade  balance  and  probable  demand. 

Twenty-one  fields  were  represented  by  the  candidates,  as  follows: 

Airplane  Drafting  (Architectural)  Patternmaking 

Auto  Repair  Drafting  (Machine)  Plumbing 

Auto  Body  Electricity  Presswork 

Baking  General  Shop  Printing 

Bricklaying  Machine  Radio  Service

Carpentry  Painting  Upholstering 

Training  Teachers  in  Service. — After  the  minimum  preliminary  training  require- 
ment has  been  met,  all  teachers  are  required  to  follow  programs  of  professional 
improvement.  These  programs  are  not  standardized,  but  are  on  an  individual 
basis  in  order  that  each  man's  activity  may  be  suited  to  his  particular  needs  and 
problems.  Determination  of  what  each  such  program  shall  be,  is  made  by  con- 
currence of  the  individual  teacher,  his  director,  and  the  teacher-training  supervisor 
of  the  Division. 

To  cover  groups  of  teachers  having  similar  needs,  courses  are  conducted  from 
time  to  time  in  convenient  centers  by  the  Division.  In  the  school  year  1934-1935, 
seven  such  courses  were  conducted :  4  in  Boston,  2  in  Springfield,  and  1  in  Worcester. 
Regular  conferences  for  General  Vocational  directors  and  teachers  were  held  in 
Boston  and  Worcester. 
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The  summer  conferences  held  at  Fitchburg  State  Teachers'  College  are  primarily 
for  the  professional  improvement  of  teachers  in  service.  Such  a  conference  was 
held  July  1  to  26,  1935.  The  first  week's  sessions  were  attended  by  342  directors 
and  teachers  representing  State-aided  trade,  continuation,  and  general  vocational 
schools.  Courses  which  lasted  longer  than  a  week  enrolled  51  men,  and  included 
Radio  Service  (2  weeks) ,  Body  and  Fender  Repair  (2  weeks) ,  Vocational  Teaching 
Method  (2  weeks).  Continuation  Teaching  Method  (4  weeks),  and  special  elective 
programs  (4  weeks). 

Individual  visits  by  supervisors  to  teachers  for  the  purpose  of  helping  them 
through  first-hand  study  of  their  problems,  totaled  847  in  the  school  year  1934-1935. 

Directors'  Conferences. — Two  conferences  of  trade  and  continuation  school  direc- 
tors were  held.  The  first  of  these  met  in  Boston,  Friday,  January  11,  1935,  for 
discussion  of  the  Federal  apprenticeship  plan  and  other  timely  topics.  The  second 
convened  September  13,  1935,  to  consider  trends  in  the  employment  situation 
especially  in  the  metal  trades,  and  how  the  schools  might  better  fit  themselves  to 
meet  these  trends. 

Special  Teacher-Training  Activities. — The  zone  school  program  of  fireman  train- 
ing continued  with  large  enrolments  in  every  section  of  the  State.  A  conference  of 
the  instructors  in  the  13  zone  schools  was  held  in  Boston,  March  13,  1935.  A 
one-week  meeting  for  improving  the  training  course  outline  and  the  methods  of 
teaching  was  in  session  at  Worcester  from  June  3  to  7  inclusive.  To  date  1,043 
different  men  from  211  cities  and  towns  have  received  training  in  the  zone  schools. 

A  second  series  of  instructional  talks  for  watchmen  was  organized  in  co-operation 
with  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce.  These  talks  were  held  in  the  State  House 
one  afternoon  a  week  for  four  weeks  in  October,  1935,  and  were  attended  by  288 
men. 

A  program  for  the  training  of  foremen  in  methods  of  teaching  was  offered  at  the 
Colonial  Press,  Clinton,  beginning  October  1,  1935.  This  course  held  weekly 
evening  sessions  for  10  weeks. 

TRADE,  INDUSTRIAL,  AND  HOMEMAKING  EDUCATION 
Girls  and  Women 

An  industrial  survey  of  Worcester  has  been  started  by  one  of  the  regularly  em- 
ployed teachers  of  the  David  Hale  Fanning  Trade  School  for  Girls,  Worcester,  in 
an  effort  to  discover  possible  lines  for  development  of  additional  trade  training 
opportunities  which  may  result  in  improved  placement  of  the  graduates.  This 
survey  has  been  made  possible  through  the  use  of  George-EUzey  funds  to  pay  the 
salary  of  an  unemployed  millinery  teacher  temporarily  taking  the  place  of  the 
teacher  carrying  on  this  study. 

In  order  to  assist  in  the  development  of  training  for  catering  at  the  Trade  School 
for  Girls,  in  Springfield,  a  George-EUzey  teacher  has  been  appointed. 

George-Ellzey  funds  are  being  used  for  the  services  of  five  trade  dressmaking 
teachers,  who  are  giving  instruction  to  women  and  girls  employed  in  the  E.R.A. 
Sewing  Centers  in  Boston,  Brockton,  Lawrence,  and  Springfield. 

A  general  vocational  department  for  girls  has  been  organized  in  Milford. 

A  new  vocational  household  arts  school  has  been  successfully  established  in 
Salem. 

New  vocational  household  arts  schools  have  been  successfully  established  in  the 
high  schools  at  Brockton,  Dartmouth,  Dighton,  New  Salem,  North  Adams,  and 
Palmer. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  in  conducting  a  fourth  series  of  lessons  in  Home 
Hygiene  for  a  group  of  convalescing  patients  at  the  Lakeville  Sanatorium  in 
Middleborough. 

A  new  practical  art  school  has  been  established  in  Springfield.  Units  of  instruc- 
tion in  decoration,  dressmaking,  and  in  foods  have  been  included. 

Courses  in  the  practical  art  program  have  been  re-established  as  follows :  Foods 
at  Beverly,  and  home  management  at  Brockton. 

The  practical  art  program  in  Dighton  has  been  extended  to  include  units  of 
instruction  in  decoration. 
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The  practical  art  school  in  Townsend  has  been  temporarily  discontinued. 

The  George-Ellzey  funds  have  been  used  to  make  possible  the  continuation  of  a 
limited  practical  art  program  in  the  following  municipahties :  Dressmaking  and 
foods  at  Chicopee;  dressmaking  at  Gloucester;  dressmaking,  foods,  and  home 
nursing  at  Waltham;  and  dressmaking  and  foods  at  Webster. 

Pre-Employment  Teacher-Training  and  Training  Teachers  in  Service 

Pre-Employment  Teacher-Training. — In  June,  1935,  teachers  qualified  for  teach- 
ing in  vocational  and  continuation  schools  were  graduated  from  the  four-year 
vocational  household  arts  course  at  State  Teachers  College,  Framingham.  During 
the  year  1934-1935,  vocational  household  arts  students  had  apprentice  teaching 
for  nine  weeks  at  Lowell,  New  Bedford,  and  Smith's  Household  Arts  Schools. 
Students  also  had  eighteen  days  of  supervised  trade  experience  in  Boston  at  the 
Brittany  Coffee  Shop,  Girls'  Trade  School,  Women's  City  Club,  and  the  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  and  at  Worcester  at  the  Girls'  Trade  School. 

As  a  part  of  the  vocational  household  arts  teacher-training,  Framingham  State 
Teachers  College,  graduate  apprentice  teaching  made  possible  by  use  of  George- 
Ellzey  funds  was  initiated.  Three  graduates  of  the  1934  vocational  household 
arts  class  were  assigned  for  full-time  work  in  the  Essex  County,  New  Bedford,  and 
Smith's  (Northampton)  Household  Arts  School. 

A  teacher-training  course  of  eighty  hours  was  conducted  in  Boston  by  an  assistant 
supervisor  for  candidates,  otherwise  qualified  to  teach  clothing,  foods,  home  decora- 
tion, and  home  hygiene  in  adult  classes. 

At  the  1935  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College  Summer  School,  the  usual  teacher- 
training  courses  of  varying  lengths  were  conducted  by  supervisors  for  candidates 
otherwise  qualified  for  teaching  in  trade,  continuation  or  household  arts  schools, 
or  in  practical  art  classes  for  women.  These  courses  dealt  with  the  principles, 
philosophy,  and  current  problems  of  vocational  education;  also  with  methods  of 
teaching,  including  practice  teaching,  in  the  respective  types  of  schools. 

Training  Teachers  in  Service. — During  the  school  year  1934-1935,  the  women 
supervisors  made  381  visits  to  continuation  and  vocational  schools  for  girls  and 
women,  859  visits  to  individual  teachers,  and  rendered  special  service  to  innumerable 
teachers  both  in  connection  with  school  visits  and  offi.ce  conferences.  These  super- 
visory visits  and  contacts  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  local  authorities  in 
the  maintaining  and  promoting  of  satisfactory  standards  of  work. 

Teachers  have  continued  with  satisfactory  professional  improvement  programs 
of  study  and  research,  chosen  with  reference  to  their  special  needs  in  their  school 
work.  Courses  in  consumer  buymanship  were  conducted  by  the  assistant  super- 
visors in  Boston,  Holyoke,  and  New  Bedford. 

The  seventh  issue  of  the  "News  Letter  for  Practical  Art  Classes  for  Women" 
was  prepared  (in  April,  1935)  for  distribution  to  all  practical  art  supervisors  and 
teachers.  The  principal  emphasis  was  upon  the  "Status,  Trends  and  Practices  in 
Practical  Art  Classes,  with  Suggestions  for  Promoting  Work  in  Various  Com- 
munities." 

At  the  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College  Summer  School,  1935,  professional 
improvement  conferences  were  held  from  July  1  to  19  for  one,  two,  or  three  weeks 
for  supervisors  and  teachers  of  household  arts,  continuation  and  trade  schools  for 
girls,  and  practical  art  classes  for  women. 

All  conference  members  considered  activities,  problems  and  methods  of  teaching 
in  their  respective  types  of  school.  In  the  forum  of  the  second  week,  the  following 
was  presented:  "A  Resum6  from  the  National  Standpoint  of  Vocational  Educa- 
tion for  Girls  and  Women" ;  "Home  Project  Work,  Essential  for  a  Successful  Home- 
making  Program" ;  "Development  of  Attitudes  through  Reading  and  Story  Telhng" ; 
and  "New  Attitudes  Toward  Health  Education."  During  the  third  week,  a  clothes 
cUnic  presented  fashion  trends  and  economies  in  dress,  planning  and  selecting  the 
wardrobe,  evaluating  ready-to-wear  garments,  and  restyling  of  old  garments. 

As  in  former  sessions,  each  teacher  selected  from  the  following  program  that 
which  would  help  her  most  in  her  school  work:  Vocational  guidance;  citizenship 
with  consideration  of  a  suggested  course  of  study;  new  developments  in  nutrition; 
improved  techniques  and  methods  in  clothing  education;  consumer  education  as 
applied  to  selection  and  purchase  of  household  commodities  and  furnishings;  prin- 
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ciples  of  economics  as  applied  to  current  problems;  methods  of  teaching  related 
and  academic  subjects;  fabric  study;  story  telling  and  oral  English;  special  order 
cooking;  advanced  dressmaking  and  dress  design;  knitting;  home  decoration;  and 
related  art. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  again  co-operated  in  the  work 
of  the  summer  session  as  formerly.  In  addition  they  co-operated  in  organizing  and 
conducting  a  one-week  conference  for  persons  engaged  in  school  lunch  work  in 
various  localities  in  the  State. 

At  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College  Summer  School,  222  teachers  in  continua- 
tion and  different  types  of  vocational  schools  attended  the  professional  improve- 
ment conference  and  teacher-training  courses  for  varying  lengths  of  time. 

ART  IN  INDUSTRY  AND  BUSINESS 

The  part-time  art  courses  in  industry  and  business  carried  on  co-operatively 
between  the  Division  of  Vocational  Education  and  the  Massachusetts  School  of 
Art  have  been  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisor,  with  two  additional 
assistants  in  two  classes. 

The  Supervisor  co-operated  with  the  Industrial  and  Civic  Art  Committee  of  the 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  their  work  for  Art  Week. 

One  issue  of  the  Art  News  Letter  has  been  published  during  the  year  and  dis- 
tributed to  Massachusetts  business  concerns.

The  above  course  was  developed  during  the  spring  of  1935.  In  the  autumn  of 
1935,  evening  courses  were  offered  under  the  direction  of  the  designer  attached  to 
the  staff  of  the  Attleboro  Jewelry  Trade  School.  (See  page  33  for  further  report 
on  this.)  The  courses  conducted  consist  of  Drawing,  Modeling,  Casting,  Me- 
chanical Drawing,  and  Design.  They  are  well  attended,  and  meet  a  local  need. 
Thirty-two  students  are  now  registered. 

A  survey  of  arts  and  crafts  in  different  centers  of  the  State  was  carried  on  with 
the  idea  of  a  possible  organization  to  raise  standards  and  increase  sales. 

Following  this,  more  detailed  surveys  have  been  made  at  Martha's  Vineyard, 
Mashpee,  and  Plymouth.  Classes  and  organization  for  sales  are  in  contemplation 
at  these  points. 

At  Plymouth,  a  good  deal  of  progress  can  be  reported.  A  course  in  Pottery  has 
been  established  under  the  control  of  the  School  Committee.  The  purpose  is  to 
produce  pottery  definitely  early  American  in  type  with  sales  value  to  tourists. 
Twenty  students  are  now  registered. 

VOCATIONAL  ADVISEMENT  AND  PLACEMENT 

Section  22,  Chapter  74,  General  Laws,  provides  for  the  State  use  of  Federal 
Funds  for  "types  of  training  selected  as  especially  needing  stimulus."  Under  the 
general  title  of  Co-ordinating  Service,  George-Ellzey  funds  have  been  pro\dded  for 
Vocational  Placement  in  General  Vocational  Departments.  As  outlined,  the  plan 
was  to  provide  co-ordinating  service  to  selected  municipalities  where  we  have 
vocational  schools,  have  the  co-ordinator  work  in  the  school  and  community  study- 
ing occupational  and  educational  factors,  make  recommendations,  record  and 
report  progress.     This  procedure  is  to  be  continued  until  all  localities  carrying 
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General  Vocational  Department  work  or  planning  to  develop  the  same  have  been 
covered. 

These  General  Vocational  Departments  are  "established  to  serve  a  group  of 
pupils  over  fourteen  who  neither  wish  to  continue  a  long  sustained  course  of  voca- 
tional education  nor  would  be  able  to  profit  particularly  thereby."  The  courses 
are  short-term  and  specific,  conducted  in  general  shops  and  based  as  far  as  possible 
on  available  jobs,  and  organized  to  interest  and  inform  pupils  about  occupational 
opportunities.  There  appears  to  be  an  opportunity  for  guidance,  advisement  and 
co-ordination  with  industry.    Placement  is  integral  to  the  problem. 

This  year  the  following  seven  type  communities  were  selected  for  study:  New 
Bedford,  Newton,  Everett,  Southbridge,  Salem,  Springfield,  and  Lynn.  Various 
sources  of  data  were  tapped  in  each  community  to  provide  at  least  partial  answers 
to  some  or  all  of  the  following  questions:  What  jobs  do  16-21  year-old  minors  get? 
Who  employs  them?  At  what  ages  and  at  what  school  grade  completion  levels  do 
minors  get  these  jobs?    What  are  the  specifications  of  the  jobs? 

The  school  activity  and  counseling  programs  were  studied  in  each  community 
and  recommendations  made  as  to  methods  of  putting  the  facts  to  work  for  the 
group  and  for  individuals.  Each  locality  was  reported  upon  in  detail.  The  fol- 
lowing brief  statistical  summary  illustrates  the  scope  of  the  project  and  the  type 
of  data  secured.

It  is  too  early  to  evaluate  the  contribution  on  the  basis  of  accomplishment. 
New  Bedford  and  Newton,  the  first  two  places  studied,  show  some  results  in 
activities  organized  and/or  organized  and  established  as  a  direct  result  of  this 
service.  New  Bedford  has  organized  courses  in  automotive  service,  store  work 
(boys  and  girls)  and  building  maintenance;  and  has  established  a  course  in  radio 
service,  and  systematic  group  and  individual  counseling  service.  _  Newton  has 
organized  automotive  service,  group  and  individual  counseling  service  within  the 
department,  and  established  an  activity  in  golf  equipment  repair. 

A  manual  under  the  title  "Guidance-Counseling-Placement  in  General  Voca- 
tional Departments"  was  prepared  for  distribution  to  teachers  and  directors  of 
these  departments  throughout  the  State  and  for  use  as  basic  material  for  a  course 
at  the  Fitchburg  Summer  School.  It  outlines  a  method  of  conducting  such  studies 
and  pointing  them  up  to  concrete  goals,  and  a  suggested  procedure  for  group  and 
individual  counseling  based  upon  the  understanding  and  application  of  the  in- 
dividual diagnosis  of  the  interests,  abilities  and  aptitudes,  and  temperaments  of 
pupils.  A  selected  book  list  for  reading  and  reference  in  the  theory  and  practice 
of  Vocational  Guidance,  and  suggested  lesson  outlines  for  occupational  study  have 
been  prepared  and  are  available  for  teachers  and  directors  in  these  departments. 
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CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS 

The  Massachusetts  law  affecting  Continuation  Schools  has  remained  unchanged. 
Many  communities  have  carried  the  schools  along  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

Certificating  offices  throughout  the  State  have  operated  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  of  the  N.R.A.  Codes.  Few  minors  have  been  certified  for  regular  employ- 
ment. The  boys'  schools  have  decreased  in  membership  at  a  greater  rate  than 
have  the  girls'  schools.  Guidance  in  job  seeking  and  preparation  for  potential 
employment  have  become  important  features  of  the  service  rendered  in  these 
schools. 

All  of  the  schools  have  been  used  by  the  local  authorities  as  a  service  center  for 
boys  and  girls  who,  under  the  law,  must  remain  in  school  but  are  intending  to 
leave  school  at  the  very  earliest  moment  employment  is  available. 

A  comparative  statement  regarding  enrolment  and  courses  offered  in  these 
schools,  as  compiled  November,  1921  and  1935,  follows: 
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42  P.D.  2. 

REHABILITATION  SECTION 

Legislation 

Since  August,  1921,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  in  the  Department  has  been 
administered  under  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  promotion  of  vocational  rehabilita- 
tion of  persons  disabled  in  industry  or  otherwise  and  their  return  to  civil  employ- 
ment," originally  approved  June  2,  1920,  as  amended  and  subsequently  re-accepted 
at  intervals.  The  work  has  now  been  established  on  a  permanent  basis  by  the 
provisions  of  United  States  Public  Act — No.  271  of  the  74th  Congress,  known  as 
the  Social  Security  Act. 

Thus,  Section  1,  Chapter  494,  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1935,  provides  that:  "The 
departments  of  public  welfare,  public  health,  and  education  shall  co-operate  with 
the  appropriate  federal  authorities  in  the  administration  of  the  act  of  congress 
approved  in  August  in  the  current  year,  known  as  the  Social  Security  Act,  and 
accept  for  the  Commonwealth  the  benefits  thereof  .  .  .  ." 

Administration  and  Procedure 

The  services  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section  are  available  without  charge  to  all 
persons  of  employable  age  living  in  the  Commonwealth  who  by  reason  of  a  perma- 
nent physical  vocational  handicap  are  at  a  disadvantage  vocationally  and  in  need 
of  special  training  in  order  to  enter  and  to  maintain  themselves  in  employment. 
It  has  been  ruled  that  aged  and  infirm  persons  and  those  resident  in  State  institu- 
tions shall  not  be  considered  eligible  for  training.  It  is  likewise  held  that  the  train- 
ing given  shall  not  be  on  a  professional  level  and  that  the  job  in  view  shall  not  be 
too  remote  in  point  of  time  from,  the  initiation  of  the  program.  It  is  clear  that 
extended  physical  disabilities  may  render  an  applicant  unable  to  meet  the  demands 
of  industry,  such  as  travel  to  and  from  the  place  of  employment  and  the  length  of 
the  working  day,  and  persons  so  handicapped  may  be  deemed  not  susceptible  for 
rehabilitation.  The  eligibility  of  an  applicant  is  determined  by  a  personal  interview 
at  which  the  matters  of  physical  condition,  industrial  experience,  and  special 
abilities  and  preferences  are  fully  discussed.  A  case  accepted  for  service  and  for 
whom  a  practical  vocational  plan  has  been  made  is  registered  and  his  name  is  so 
listed  in  the  files.  When,  following  the  plan,  he  is  placed  either  in  public  or  private 
school  or  in  employment  training  under  actual  working  conditions,  he  becomes  a 
trainee  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section  and  the  expenses  of  tuition,  travel,  and  cer- 
tain supplies  in  connection  with  his  training  can  be  met  from  the  funds  of  the 
Department.  Under  special  circumstances,  he  can  be  furnished  with  Hving  costs 
during  the  period  that  he  is  in  training  without  wages.  If  it  is  necessary  to  the 
success  of  the  program,  assistance  can  be  given  also  in  the  purchase  of  an  artificial 
appliance.  In  order  that  a  proper  degree  of  success  may  be  derived  from  the 
training,  the  trainee  is  regularly  visited  by  the  rehabilitation  workers  who  through- 
out the  training  period  enhst  the  student's  co-operation  in  attentive  study  and  in 
furnishing  leads  and  suggestions  in  regard  to  further  training  needs  and  more 
especially  direct  opportunities  in  employment.  No  trainee  is  considered  rehabili- 
tated until  he  has  been  placed  in  remunerative  work  that  promises  relatively  steady 
income. 

The  budget  under  which  the  Rehabilitation  Section  renders  its  services  is  received 
through  the  acceptance  by  Massachusetts  of  the  National  Rehabilitation  Act  under 
which  the  Federal  government  matches  each  dollar  expended  by  Massachusetts  for 
the  special  training  of  the  physically  handicapped  eligible  for  rehabilitation  service. 
The  Federal  Board  sees  such  service  as  "social,  economic,  and  educational,  rather 
than  a  charitable  enterprise."  This  is  consistent  with  the  policy  of  the  State  which 
considers  that  Rehabilitation  is  an  extension  of  the  public  school  system  to  fill  a 
particular  need.  It  is  conceded  that  rehabilitation  demands  a  case  work  procedure 
in  which  the  individual's  special  needs  are  studied,  for  it  is  clear  that  physically 
handicapped  persons  cannot  be  grouped  and  planned  for  in  terms  of  their  handicaps 
alone  but  rather  by  each  appHcant's  social  needs,  special  aptitudes,  and  by  his 
richness  in  such  character  traits  as  initiative,  persistence,  and  dependability.  It  is 
the  Rehabilitation  Section's  effort  to  educate  each  trainee  in  such  a  way  that  every 
asset  discoverable  in  his  favor  shall  play  a  part  in  minimizing  the  acknowledged 
physical  handicap.

The  services  and  policies  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section  are  fully  described  in  a 
Bulletin  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  entitled  "Vocational  Re- 
habilitation for  Persons  Disabled  in  Industry  or  Otherwise." 

Co-operation 

Many  agencies  of  all  kinds  throughout  Massachusetts  are  brought  into  frequent 
contact  with  the  physically  handicapped;  principal  among  them,  hospitals,  both 
public  and  private,  welfare  organizations,  labor  unions,  and  insurance  companies. 
These  agencies  have  often  rendered  most  valuable  services  to  the  Rehabilitation 
Section  which  now  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  in  their  interest  in  the  physi- 
cally handicapped  and  in  the  work  of  the  Department.  Cases  referred  by  such 
agencies  or  by  private  individuals  will  be  given  full  and  careful  consideration.  The 
Rehabilitation  Section  is  glad  to  render  its  special  services  as  a  part  of  any  plan 
that  may  be  worked  out  in  the  community  by  any  other  agency.  Since  the  primary 
function  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section  is  to  train  workers  and  the  primary  function 
of  the  Public  Employment  Office  is  to  place  trained  workers  in  employment,  a 
logical  plan  has  been  drawn  up  whereby  the  Rehabilitation  Section  refers  to  a 
specially  assigned  interviewer  at  the  Public  Employment  Office  physically  handi- 
capped persons  whose  need  is  immediate  placement.  In  exchange,  the  Public  Em- 
plojmient  Office  refers  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section  all  physically  handicapped 
persons  who  appear  at  time  of  application  to  be  insufficiently  prepared  to  enter 
the  employinent  which  they  are  seeking  or  for  whom  re-training  programs  seem 
especially  desirable.  Although  employment  conditions  during  the  year  have  made 
the  full  development  of  this  plan  difficult,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  heartily  en- 
dorses the  arrangement  and  hopes  to  continue  it  to  the  benefit  of  the  physically 
handicapped  of  the  State. 

A  close  relationship  has  been  worked  out  between  the  Rehabilitation  Section  and 
the  Department  of  Industrial  Accidents.  By  agreement  the  latter  Department 
automatically  refers  for  rehabilitation-planning  all  persons  who,  through  accidents 
incurred  in  course  of  employment,  are  liable  to  a  difficult  period  of  readjustment 
in  industry  or  who  clearly  will  be  unable  to  return  to  their  former  work.  Such 
industrial  accident  cases  were  the  original  basis  for  rehabilitation  work  in  Massachu- 
setts, and  it  is  desirable  that  readjustments  between  injured  emploj^ees  and  their 
employers  and  the  arrangement  of  special  programs  for  re-training  men  with  pre- 
vious industrial  experience  should  continue  to  be  a  large  proportion  of  Rehabilitation 
service. 

Maintenance 

As  it  was  briefly  stated  under  Administration  and  Procedure,  it  is  sometimes 
possible  for  a  trainee  to  receive  maintenance  during  rehabilitation.  Such  a  mainte- 
nance program  is  planned  intensively,  usually  with  a  particular  job  in  view  through- 
out the  training.  After  the  trainee  has  filed  an  application  for  maintenance  directly 
with  the  Rehabilitation  Office,  a  full  investigation  into  all  the  facts  establishing  the 
need  for  such  special  aid  is  made  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  on  request  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section.  This  maintenance  plan 
was  made  possible  through  legislative  procedure  by  the  regulations  of  Chapter  74, 
Section  22B,  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.),  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council  in  192-3. 

In  the  year  ending  November  30,  1935,  six  applications  for  maintenance  were 
filed  with  the  Rehabilitation  Section,  and  of  this  number  after  investigation  six 
satisfactory  training  programs  were  made  possible  and  carried  through  with  the 
help  of  the  granted  maintenance. 

Federal  Relief  Administration 
The  Federal  project  under  the  Civil  Works  Administration,  described  in  last 
year's  report,  came  to  an  end  on  June  29,  1934.  Under  the  Federal  Emergency 
Relief  Administration,  a  second  project  began  November  2,  1934.  Three  field 
workers  were  once  more  engaged  to  seek  placement  and  training  opportunities  for 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  two  clerks  as  Federal  Emergency  Relief  em- 
ployees were  taken  on  at  the  Rehabilitation  office  to  handle  the  additional  volume 
of  work  during  the  project.  Funds  were  also  set  aside  for  direct  rehabilitation 
services  such  as  maintenance  and  the  purchase  of  artificial  appliances  which  were

made  available  to  physically  handicapped  persons  certified  as  eligible  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  Emergency  Relief  money  by  their  local  administrators. 

Below  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  carried  on  during  the  period  November, 
1934,  to  June  29,  1935,  when  the  project  terminated.

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  project  with  the  same  general  set-up  has 
been  temporarily  resumed  beginning  October  15,  1935,  but  exactly  what  its  future 
will  be  is  not  at  this  time  entirely  predictable. 

Statistics 

During  the  period  August,  1921,  to  November  30,  1935,  the  Rehabilitation  Sec- 
tion has  offered  its  services  to  8,905  persons  in  the  Commonwealth.  Of  that  number 
3,831  were  registered,  1,587  persons  were  returned  to  suitable  employment,  and 
cases  of  1,522  were  closed  for  various  other  reasons.  Classification  of  registrants 
is  set  out  in  the  table  on  page  45. 

From  December  1,  1934,  to  November  30,  1935,  126  persons  were  entered  in 
training  by  the  Rehabilitation  Section.  Public  institutions  used  in  40.48  per  cent 
of  the  cases  were  the  principal  means  of  training.  Private  institutions  were  used 
in  17.46  per  cent.  Since  the  correspondence  courses  were  almost  wholly  those 
given  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  University  Extension,  the  number  trained 
through  them  may  be  added  to  that  trained  in  pubHc  institutions,  showing  that 
public  educational  facilities  were  used  in  46.04  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
training  cases. 

During  the  State  fiscal  year  December  1,  1934,  to  November  30,  1935,  a  study 
was  made  of  140  cases  in  which  full  rehabilitation  was  accomplished.  The  average 
weekly  earnings  of  this  group  at  the  time  of  reference  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section 
was  $2.25.  After  placement  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  this  group  increased  to 
.  $14.15.  The  increased  earnings  amount  to  $11.90  weekly  and  represent  an  annual 
pay  roll  of  $86,632.00.  Many  of  these  placements  after  training  are  at  the  mini- 
mum scale  paid  in  the  various  occupations,  and  these  earnings  represent  much  less 
than  the  ultimate  earning  power  of  these  rehabilitants.

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Evaluation 
In  examination  of  the  foregoing  tables,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  preponderance 
of  youthful  cases,  for  it  is  apparent  that  an  early  vocational  adjustment  will  pre- 
vent the  young  physically  handicapped  person  from  becoming  embittered  by  a 
series  of  failures  due  to  lack  of  proper  guidance  and  training.  It  is  an  additional 
justification  for  the  statement  that  Rehabilitation  is  an  extension  of  the  public 
school  system.  The  variety  of  physical  handicaps  gives  evidence  of  the  scope  of 
rehabilitation  work.  It  is  not  surprising  that  hand  and  arm  disabilities  should  top 
the  list  in  numbers,  for  an  employer's  doubts  are  quick  to  rise  when  he  notes  lack 
of  manual  dexterity  and  there  are  few  jobs  for  which  a  person  with  a  serious  hand 
disability  can  be  trained  without  the  most  careful  planning  and  full  co-operation 
of  training  agency  and  employer.  The  number  of  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing  per- 
sons— who  after  good  vocational  adjustment  are  excellent  workers — is  relatively 
small,  but  a  large  expenditure  of  time  is  involved  in  each  deaf  case  as  there  is 
nothing  so  important  with  this  group  as  the  absolute  certainty  that  they  under- 
stand all  that  is  being  planned  for  them  and  exactly  what  is  expected  of  them. 
By  special  arrangement  with  the  Division  of  the  Blind,  disabilities  of  vision  are 
reviewed  with  that  Division  in  each  case  in  order  that  any  plan  made  for  rehabili- 
tation shall  be  to  the  best  advantage  in  terms  of  safe-guarding  the  remaining 
sight.  In  accordance  with  Massachusetts  tradition  and  poUcy,  public  schools  and 
other  public  educational  institutions  furnish  great  service  to  the  physically  handi- 
capped in  their  co-operation  with  the  Rehabilitation  Section.  Private  educational 
institutions  are  primarily  called  upon  to  fill  some  special  advanced  need  that  can- 
not be  met  in  the  attendant  circumstances  by  the  public  school.  Employment 
training  programs,  that  is,  employment  under  the  supervision  of  an  employing 
instructor,  are  growing  yearly  in  importance  and  possiblj^  represent  rehabilitation 
work  in  its  most  skillful  phase.  In  entering  employment  training,  the  physically 
handicapped  person  is  on  the  verj'  threshold  of  the  work  that  he  desires,  for,  proper 
supervision,  together  with  the  satisfactory  progress  of  the  trainee  during  the  period 
of  instruction,  may  result  in  emplojonent  materializing  in  the  place  of  training 
itself.  Briefly,  the  intricate  nature  of  the  work,  its  encouraging  and  its  discourag- 
ing features,  are  in  these  figures. 

Illustrative  Cases 
The  Annual  Report  presents  an  excellent  opportunity  to  show  by  short  sum- 
maries exactly  how  physical^  handicapped  persons,  often  entirely  unskilled  and 
usually  unemployed,  are  given  training  and  other  services  by  the  Rehabilitation 
Section  that  directly  result  in  their  becoming  fully  self-supporting,  skillful  workmen. 

Public  Institutional  Training 

A  young  man,  thirty-one  years  old,  came  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section  one  year 
after  the  loss  of  his  right  leg  above  the  knee.  It  was  impossible  to  capitahze  upon 
any  of  his  previous  industrial  experience,  but  he  had  had  one  year's  school  training 
as  draftsman  in  electrical  engineering  before  going  to  work  ten  years  before.  At 
the  suggestion  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section  the  Trade  School  in  his  own  city 
worked  out  a  thorough  course  in  mechanical  drafting  with  supplementary  applied 
mathematics  so  that  within  eighteen  months'  period  he  might  have  an  excellent 
technical  background  in  this  field.  By  interesting  a  local  manufacturing  company 
suggested  by  the  school,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  was  able  to  place  the  young 
man  as  a  well-equipped  apprentice  tracer  and  draftsman.  He  is  now  continuing 
his  education  at  night  studying  tool  design  and  will  without  doubt  increase  his 
beginner's  wage  of  $16  a  week  as  he  gains  further  technical  knowledge.  (Case 
No.  3305.) 

An  entirely  deaf  j^oung  Polish  woman  returned  to  her  home  after  nearly  ten 
years  at  a  boarding  school  for  the  deaf  to  find  herself  very  lonely  in  a  foreign  house- 
hold whose  conversation  she  could  not  follow  at  all  by  the  lip-reading  of  Enghsh 
that  she  had  learned  at  the  school.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Rehabilitation  Super- 
visor whom  she  finally  reached  after  a  fruitless  endeavor  to  find  work,  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  her  to  enter  the  local  Trade  School  and  study  dressmaking 
and  operation  of  power  machines.    She  remained  in  the  school  for  over  a  year^ 
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and  at  the  end  of  her  training  found  employment  with  a  manufacturer  of  fine 
underwear.  As  the  National  Recovery  Act  was  in  full  operation  at  the  time  of 
her  placement,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  acted  as  an  interpreter  of  her  situation 
with  the  employer,  the  Code  authorities,  and  the  Department  of  Labor.  Without 
such  interpretation,  it  is  unlikely  if  she  would  have  been  given  a  chance  to  remain 
at  work.  She  has  now  been  steadily  employed  for  twelve  months  at  an  average 
wage  of  $12.    (Case  No.  2384.) 

Private  Institutional  Training 
A  detailed  letter  from  a  neighbor  called  the  attention  of  the  Rehabilitation  Sec- 
tion to  a  young  man,  who,  suffering  the  effects  of  infantile  paralysis  in  gait  and 
general  physique,  was  preparing  himself  for  laboratory  work  by  serving  as  a  volun- 
teer in  a  large  medical  building.  It  was  feared  by  this  neighbor  that  the  young 
man's  physical  disabihty  might  prevent  his  being  permanently  established  with 
the  clinic.  The  Rehabilitation  Section  visited  the  laboratory,  saw  the  young  man's 
industrious  and  intelligent  performance,  and  suggested  that  technical  school  train- 
ing in  the  evenings  would  render  him  still  more  valuable  on  the  laboratory  staff. 
The  suggestion  was  accepted,  the  training  furnished  him  by  the  Rehabilitation 
Section,  and  he  is  now  regularly  established,  taking  further  training  as  it  seems 
wise.    His  weekly  wage  is  for  the  present  $15.50.    (Case  No.  3315.) 

Employment  Training 

Condemned  to  the  discomfort  of  Raynaud's  disease  which  affects  the  circulation 
of  the  extremities  and  may  increase  in  severity  if  working  and  living  conditions 
are  not  favorable,  a  young  woman,  22  years  old,  was  referred  to  the  Rehabihtation 
Section  by  a  social  agency  who  had  found  her  living  on  a  pittance  earned  at  a  job 
particularly  ill-suited  to  her  condition.  It  was  the  immediate  suggestion  of  the 
Rehabilitation  worker  that  this  young  woman  learn  power-machine  stitching,  and 
with  this  suggestion  the  hospital  which  knew  the  case  agreed.  The  young  woman 
herself  had  no  leaning  toward  this  type  of  work,  but,  urged  to  try  it,  she  went 
into  a  sheltered  workshop  where  she  was  given  careful  instruction  and  supervision 
by  a  well-qualified  forelady.  The  Rehabilitation  Section,  recognizing  her  as  en- 
tirely unable  to  produce  during  the  first  part  of  the  training,  paid  a  tuition  fee  for 
her  and  thus  gave  her  a  period  when  she  could  learn  without  too  great  a  sense  of 
strain.  She  herself  recognized  the  suitability  of  the  work  and  slowly  increased  in 
skill  in  operating  the  power  machine.  She  is  now  placed  on  a  sewing  project  at  a 
wage  of  fifty  cents  an  hour  where  she  does  good  work  and  will  be  entirely  qualified 
to  enter  regular  industry  in  the  power-machine  field.    (Case  No.  3536.) 

A  26-year-old  young  man  who  as  a  little  boy  had  lost  both  legs  just  below  the 
knees  in  a  street  car  accident  was  referred  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section  by  one  of 
his  friends  who  knew  that  the  artificial  limbs  bought  for  him  years  before  when  he 
was  a  youth  no  longer  carried  him  with  safety.  Before  this  introduction  to  the 
Rehabilitation  Section,  he  had  done  little  of  industrial  value  though  he  had  sold 
papers  on  a  street-corner  and  had  for  a  brief  time  operated  an  elevator.  He  was 
now  totally  unable  to  get  about  to  hunt  for  any  sort  of  employment.  The  Re- 
habilitation worker  visited  the  young  man  in  his  home  and  ascertained  the  im- 
mediate need  of  new  appliances.  Under  the  policies  of  the  Department  a  reasonable 
job  objective  had  to  be  found  as  soon  as  possible  to  justify  their  purchase.  By 
special  arrangement  with  an  employer,  found  by  the  Rehabilitation  worker,  after 
due  search,  the  young  man  was  placed  without  wages  for  a  trial  week  at  a  plant 
that  assembles  small  parts  of  musical  instruments.  After  he  had  proved  himself 
manually  dexterous,  regular  employment  was  promised.  Since  in  the  purchase  of 
artificial  appliances,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  provides  half  the  cost  only  after 
half  the  cost  has  been  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  there  still  remained  the 
need  of  raising  more  than  $100  in  the  community.  It  transpired  that  another 
member  of  the  family  was  negotiating  an  accident  insurance  payment  which  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Rehabilitation  worker,  who  talked  with  the  insurance  carrier, 
was  loaned  to  the  young  man  in  order  that  he  might  begin  to  earn.  The  purchase 
of  the  artificial  limbs  was  thus  made  possible  and  the  training  at  the  factory  pro- 
ceeded.   The  young  man's  attitude  and  his  good  progress  in  the  work  resulted  in 
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his  being  placed  in  regular  employment  on  a  small  hand-lathe.  In  less  than  six 
months  his  weekly  wage  on  a  piece-work  basis  was  $20.    (Case  No.  3265.) 

The  supervisor  of  art  instruction  in  a  Massachusetts  city  called  the  attention  of 
the  Rehabilitation  Section  to  the  case  of  one  of  his  pupils,  a  young  woman  of  19 
years,  who,  although  handicapped  by  a  total  paralysis  of  the  right  arm,  showed 
considerable  native  ability  in  art.  Aided  by  suggestions  from  the  Rehabilitation 
Section,  an  interested  social  agency  found  a  photographer  who  agreed  to  take  the 
young  woman  into  employment  training  in  photo  re-touching.  In  order  that  the 
girl  should  not  be  under  too  severe  a  program  at  the  outset,  a  graduated  time-scale 
was  worked  out  with  the  photographer  by  the  Rehabilitation  worker  and  an  eye- 
examination  was  arranged  through  the  Rehabilitation  Section.  In  the  field  of 
re-touching  and  spotting,  constant  practice  is  the  principal  factor  in  gaining  com- 
mercial speed  and  accuracy.  After  eighteen  months  of  this  employment  training- 
practice,  the  young  woman  has  been  able  to  obtain  well-paid,  part-time  work  in 
several  shops.  Most  recently,  she  has  returned  to  employment  at  the  studio  of 
the  photographer  under  whom  she  began  training  and  with  whom  she  is  now  re- 
ceiving an  average  wage  of  $14  a  week.     (Case  No.  2910.) 

While  working  in  a  factory  on  a  punch  press  at  a  wage  of  $12  a  week,  a  young 
man,  19  years  old,  lost  his  right  hand  three  inches  above  the  wrist.  His  principal 
interest  had  always  been  in  automobile  repair  and  the  job  on  the  press  had  been 
only  a  temporary  expedient  to  earn  a  living.  Therefore,  after  advising  the  young 
man  in  regard  to  an  artificial  appliance,  the  Rehabilitation  Supervisor  planned  a 
program  in  automobile  mechanics  under  a  garage  owner  who  had  an  excellent 
technical  background.  Since  industrial  accident  compensation  was  still  being  paid 
him  weekly  the  question  of  maintenance  was  not  immediately  pressing  and  he 
agreed  to  put  his  time  against  the  training.  His  attitude  toward  the  rehabilitation 
plan  and  his  production  in  the  shop  made  him  a  relatively  skilled  employee  at  the 
end  of  eighteen  months.  At  that  time  he  was  placed  on  the  permanent  payroll  at 
a  wage  of  $18  a  week  with  anticipation  of  increased  earnings.    (Case  No.  2850.) 

Combination  Service 
Referred  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section  after  he  had  been  injured  serving  with  the 
United  States  Marines,  a  young  man,  twenty-nine  years  old,  was  finally  persuaded 
to  interest  himself  in  linotyping,  a  field  vocationally  suitable  since  the  young  man 
was  unable  to  stand  for  any  length  of  time  without  suffering  discomfort  from  both 
feet.  The  manager  of  a  publishing  company  to  whom  the  Rehabilitation  Section 
sent  him  encouraged  him  to  take  the  opportunity  saying  that,  if  the  young  man 
was  at  all  successful  in  the  training,  he  would  later  employ  him.  He  promised  to 
consider  him  at  such  time  as  he  had  become  a  "two-thirder."  At  a  public  school 
where  a  machine  was  available  for  full-time  practice  of  a  Rehabilitation  trainee, 
a  twelve  months'  program  was  arranged  with  a  tutor  in  regular  attendance.  Since 
it  was  clear  that  the  young  man  could  not  maintain  himself  without  wages  for  an 
entire  year  away  from  home,  further  arrangements  were  made  under  the  Rehabili- 
tation policies  with  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  investigate  and  report  as 
to  the  need  of  assistance  from  Rehabilitation  funds  toward  his  living  expenses 
during  such  time  as  he  was  being  trained  at  the  institution.  As  a  result  of  their 
report,  this  service  also  was  rendered.  Conscientiously  the  young  man  not  only 
addressed  himself  to  learning  the  linotype,  but  also  sought  to  improve  his  general 
education.  At  his  request  a  correspondence  course  was  given  him  in  English  and 
students  at  the  nearby  State  College  at  his  suggestion  shared  their  English  instruc- 
tion with  him.  During  his  training  his  letters  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section  showed 
marked  improvement  in  every  respect.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  the  interested 
printer,  true  to  his  promise,  but  handicapped  by  seasonal  business  conditions,  pro- 
posed that  the  young  man  should  begin  as  a  general  helper  in  the  shop,  duly  paid 
for  this  service,  but  permitted  to  use  the  linotype  for  practice  as  a  student  oneor 
two  hours  each  day.  Thus,  the  young  man  was  first  placed  in  employment  train- 
ing at  the  small  wage  of  $9.60.  The  Rehabilitation  Section  continued  its  super- 
vision of  this  new  phase  of  training  and,  after  the  young  man  had  spent  several 
months  on  this  basis  with  the  publishing  company,  the  Rehabilitation  Section 
arranged  that  he  should  go  without  tuition  cost  to  a  well  known  Linotype  School 
in  New  York.    After  six  weeks  there,  he  returned,  more  sure  of  his  skill  to  find 
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that  work  was  now  opening  up  in  such  a  way  that  he  could  be  taken  on  the  night 
shift  under  regular  emplojrment.  Here,  nearly  a  year  later,  he  still  continues. 
Over  a  period  of  sixteen  months,  he  had  received  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Section  all  of  the  following  services:  Public  school  instruction, 
private  school  instruction,  tutorial  instruction,  payment  of  maintenance  during 
training,  employment  training  under  working  conditions  and  correspondence  train- 
ing. This  relatively  extended  program,  it  may  readily  be  seen,  will  pay  for  itself 
many  times  in  the  young  man's  financial  independence  as  he  now  earns  the  sum 
of  $22.50  weekly.    (Case  No.  2919.) 

Placement 
Long  connected  with  an  established  New  England  industry,  a  middle-aged  man 
lost  a  leg  through  onset  of  disease.  The  Rehabilitation  Section  found  him  un- 
employed. When  approached  in  the  matter,  his  own  firm  readily  agreed  that, 
were  he  furnished  with  an  artificial  foot,  adjustments  could  be  made  to  enable 
him  to  continue  in  another  branch  of  the  work  where  less  activity  was  demanded. 
The  Rehabilitation  Section  under  its  poHcies,  therefore,  assisted  in  the  purchase  of 
the  artificial  appliance  and,  after  the  expected  period  of  readjustment,  the  man 
once  more  began  to  earn  about  S20  a  week.  Single  services  of  this  sort  are  often 
rendered  by  the  Rehabilitation  Section  in  the  cases  of  men  who  have  established 
themselves  in  industry  prior  to  disability.    (Case  No.  3515.) 

Correspondence  Training 
A  special  appeal  from  a  private  charitable  agency  to  the  public  in  behalf  of  a 
deaf  young  man,  twenty  years  old,  brought  him  to  the  attention  of  the  Rehabilita- 
tion Section.  He  was,  it  appeared,  unusual  in  his  ability  to  draw  and  sketch,  but 
had  in  the  meager  circumstances  in  which  he  was  situated  little  prospect  of  realizing 
his  yearning  to  develop  this  talent  and  earn  his  living  by  the  sort  of  work  he  so 
much  enjoyed.  After  his  ambition  and  plans  had  been  discussed  with  him  the 
Rehabilitation  Section  decided  to  make  an  intensive  search  for  employment  as  this 
was  his  greatest  need.  At  the  same  time  the  Rehabilitation  Section  provided  the 
young  man  with  a  correspondence  course  in  commercial  art  in  order  that  he  might 
be  kept  in  touch  with  his  special  interests  and  have  correction  of  the  original 
projects  on  which  he  was  engaged.  Many  firms  were  visited  in  his  behalf,  but  at 
last  a  large  commercial  firm  expressed  interest  in  employing  him  and  regular  follow 
up  at  length  netted  a  position  with  this  firm.  The  young  man  is  now  securely 
employed  under  good  conditions  doing  the  sort  of  work  he  feared  he  might  never 
have  a  chance  to  try.  His  handicap  is  no  great  liability  and  increasing  skill  and 
experience  will  automatically  under  the  company's  pohcy  bring  the  regular  increases 
in  his  present  apprentice-wage  of  $14.50.    (Case  No.  3260.) 

Rehabilitations 

During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1935,  complete  rehabilitation  was  effected 
in  140  cases.

DIVISION  OF  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

During  the  fiscal  year  that  ended  November  30,  1935,  the  Division  of  University 
Extension  enrolled  30,784  students;  4,596  took  correspondence  courses  and  26,188 
attended  extension  classes.  These  enrollments  bring  the  grand  total  since  the 
division  was  organized  in  1916  up  to  562,052.  For  comparison  of  this  year's  en- 
rollments with  those  of  preceding  years,  the  enrollments  in  correspondence  courses, 
in  extension  classes,  and  in  courses  broadcast  by  radio,  for  the  past  ten  years  are 
given  in  the  following  table:

I  This  refers  to  the  fiscal  year  which  roughly  approximates  the  calendar  year. 

The  enrollments  in  correspondence  courses  this  year  number  nearly  two  thousand 
more  than  those  of  the  preceding  year.  In  only  one  year  during  the  past  ten — 
that  is  in  1929 — have  the  enrollments  exceeded  this  year's  figures.  The  increase 
may  be  partly  explained  by  the  popularity  of  correspondence  study  groups  in  ac- 
counting that  have  been  organized  rather  widely  throughout  the  State,  the  enroll- 
ment in  elementary  accounting  this  year  being  801  as  against  130  for  the  preceding 
year.  A  civil  service  examination  for  janitors  was  responsible  for  increasing  the 
enrollment  in  heating  and  lighting  of  buildings  from  50  a  year  ago  to  178  for  this 
year.  A  new  promotional  course  for  municipal  firemen  accounted  for  95  enroll- 
ments. The  enrollments  of  inmates  of  various  State  and  County  institutions  who 
are  given  correspondence  instruction  without  charge  by  the  Division  increased 
from  a  total  of  255  last  year  to  475  this  year.  Except  for  these  outstanding  exam- 
ples, the  increases  in  individual  courses  were  general  and  unaffected  by  special 
circumstances. 

The  enrollments  in  extension  classes  were  less  this  year  than  in  any  year  during 
the  past  ten-year  period  and  were  approximately  nine  hundred  under  last  year's 
figure.  Literature  appreciation  was  the  subject  that  showed  the  largest  decrease 
in  numbers  enrolled.  Probably  the  raising  of  the  enrollment  charge  in  lecture 
courses  from  $3  to  S4  and  in  credit  courses  from  $5  to  $6  was  responsible  for  the 
decrease.  Literature  being  the  most  popular  lecture  courses,  they  emphasized  the 
effect  of  an  increased  charge  on  the  numbers  taking  courses. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  division  did  not  offer  a  course  by  radio. 
The  broadcasting  station  through  which  the  university  extension  courses  were 
given  by  radio  w^as  unable  this  year  to  grant  the  division  afternoon  or  evening  time 
for  a  series  of  broadcasts;  its  complete  facilities  were  taken  by  paid  users.  Unable 
to  arrange  for  long-wave  broadcasts,  the  division  has  been  experimenting  with  the 
facilities  of  the  short-wave  Station  WIXAL.  In  the  spring  of  1935  a  few  test 
lectures  were  broadcast  over  that  station.  As  a  consequence  two  projects  for  next 
year  are  being  considered:  (1)  a  course  on  the  theory  and  practice  of  modern  radio 
for  which  students  who  pay  an  enrollment  charge  of  SI  or  $2  will  be  given  sets  of 
blueprints  illustrating  the  lectures  and  will  be  allowed  to  submit  lesson  papers  for 
correction;  (2)  a  lecture  series  that  will  be  given  by  a  well-known  authority  on  a 
subject  of  general  interest,  such  as  literature,  government,  economics,  or  current 
affairs,  and  that  M^ill  be  the  basis  for  discussion  and  study  by  groups  of  students 
meeting  in  various  centers  of  the  State  to  listen-in  to  the  broadcasts  and  then  dis- 
cuss the  "radio"  lecture  under  the  guidance  of  local  leaders.  The  success  of  these 
projects  depends  upon  the  reliability  and  coverage  in  Massachusetts  of  short-wave 
reception  from  this  station. 
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The  total  enrollment  in  all  services  for  the  year  exceeded  by  more  than  one 
thousand  that  of  the  preceding  year.  This  turn  upward  in  total  enrollment  is  the 
first  since  1931  and  hopefully  indicates  a  return  of  former  conditions  with  increas- 
ing numbers  of  ambitious  men  and  women  availing  themselves  of  the  educational 
opportunities  provided  by  the  State. 

Analysis  of  Expenditures  and  Receipts 

The  expenditures  of  the  division  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $163,633.78. 
The  division  returned  to  the  State  Treasury  $150,776.10  collected  in  charges  for 
courses  and  for  other  educational  services.  In  addition  to  these  cash  returns,  the 
division  should  be  given  credit  for  furnishing  without  charge  correspondence  in- 
struction to  inmates  of  certain  county,  State  and  federal  institutions  and  educa- 
tional films  to  State  teachers  colleges.  These  "free"  services  represented  a  mone- 
tary value  of  $1,551.  By  adding  these  "service"  returns  to  the  receipts  deposited 
with  the  State  Treasurer,  the  total  returns  of  the  division  to  the  Commonwealth 
becomes  $152,674.10  and  the  net  cost  of  maintaining  the  division,  $10,959.68. 
The  division  provided  instruction  to  its  30,784  students  at  a  cost  per  student  of 
35H  cents. 

As  a  basis  for  comparing  this  year's  costs  with  those  of  preceding  years,  the  fol- 
lowing table  of  the  net  cost,  enrollments,  and  cost  per  student  is  given  for  the  past 
ten  years:

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  the  net  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  for  main- 
taining the  division  this  year  was  the  smallest  of  any  year.  The  reduction  in  cost 
was  achieved  by  rather  strict  adherence  to  the  policy  of  establishing  rates  for  in- 
structional services  on  the  basis  of  course  charges  and  enrollment  figures. 

The  cost  per  student  this  j^ear  compares  favorably  with  those  of  other  years. 
Only  once,  in  1931,  when  the  enrollments  were  considerably  larger  than  this  year, 
was  the  cost  per  student  smaller.  In  that  year  the  appropriation  was  much  larger 
than  this  year;  the  larger  appropriation  making  possible  larger  receipts  for  more 
or  less  stationary  overhead  expenses. 

New  Classes  and  Courses  of  Special  Interest 
The  offering  of  university  extension  classes  was  expanded  this  year  by  including 
for  the  first  time  the  following  subjects:  Art  of  flower  arrangement;  art  of  healthful 
hving;  basic  English;  court  reporting;  first  aid;  forms  of  the  drama  and  their  de- 
velopment since  the  Great  War;  growing  vegetables  for  market;  handicrafts  for 
little  children;  mental  efficiency;  merchandising;  methods  of  measuring  personality; 
methods  of  teaching  economics;  methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing;  patent- 
ing and  commercializing  inventions ;  psychology  of  personal  advancement ;  poets  in 
song;  radial  harmony;  radio  amplifiers  for  motion  picture  projectors;  radio  micro- 
phone and  program  technique;  radio  transmission  and  engineering;  real  estate 
appraising;  salesmanship  for  druggists;  Scandinavian  literature;  scenario  writing; 
stamp  collecting;  writing  for  the  radio;  writers'  seminar. 

The  following  new  courses  were  added  to  the  correspondence  offering:  Airplane 
structures  and  rigging;  botany;  commercial  fashion  drawing;  counterpoint;  pro- 
motional course  for  municipal  firemen;  tree  surgery. 
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An  examination  of  the  titles  of  these  new  courses  reveals  the  policy  of  the  division 
to  meet  to  the  fullest  extent  of  its  facilities  known  educational  needs  regardless  of 
how  diverse  or  specialized  they  might  be.  Salesmanship  for  Druggists  is  an  ex- 
ample of  the  effort  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  a  particular  group  of  students. 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  action  of  the  General  Court  in  considering  the  advisa- 
bility of  making  economics  a  required  high  school  subject,  the  division  offered  the 
course  on  Methods  of  Teaching  Economics  in  order  to  provide  teachers  with  an 
opportunity  of  preparing  themselves  to  teach  economics  if  they  should  be  called 
upon  to  do  so. 

At  the  request  of  members  of  a  motion  picture  machine  operators'  association 
for  instruction  on  Radio  Amplifiers  for  Motion  Picture  Projectors,  a  class  was 
organized  to  meet  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  a  local  theatre  at  which  equip- 
ment was  available  for  teaching  purposes. 

That  the  cultural,  aesthetic,  and  recreational  needs  are  not  overlooked  is  evident 
by  the  addition  of  such  courses  as  "Art  of  Flower  Arrangement,"  "Poets  in  Song," 
and  "Stamp  Collecting." 

Not  only  is  the  division  alert  to  new  and  special  needs  but  it  is  equally  concerned 
in  responding  to  increased  demands  for  estabhshed  courses.  Choral  singing  exem- 
plifies such  a  demand.  During  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  classes  in  choral  singing 
were  offered  in  three  centers  of  the  State;  this  year  they  were  given  in  twelve  centers. 
Valuable  co-operation  in  estabhshing  these  classes  in  choral  singing  was  rendered 
by  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music. 

Legislation 

The  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  May,  1931,  authorizing  the  division  "to 
provide  correspondence  instruction,  free  of  charge,  to  inmates  of  county  and  State 
hospitals  and  sanitoria.  State  correctional  institutions,  and  federal  hospitals  lo- 
cated within  the  Commonwealth,"  did  not  include  inmates  of  county  prisons  in 
Massachusetts  among  the  beneficiaries  of  free  instruction.  To  remedy  this  omis- 
sion, an  amendment  to  extend  the  benefits  of  free  correspondence  courses  to  inmates 
of  county  correctional  institutions  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  and  approved 
May  21,  1935. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  division  enrolled  without  charge  475  inmates  of 
nineteen  institutions  eligible  for  such  free  instruction  under  provision  of  the  act 
of  1931  and  its  amendment  in  1935.  For  these  students  the  division  corrected 
3,102  lessons  in  a  wide  variety  of  subjects.  A  grand  total  of  1,582  inmates  have 
benefitted  from  this  free  instruction  since  the  passage  of  the  act  in  193L 

Co-operation  with  National  Youth  Administration 
Under  provisions  of  the  National  Youth  Administration  the  division  agreed  to 
sponsor  a  project  that  would  provide  opportunity  for  six  students  of  a  local  college 
to  earn  student  aid  from  the  Federal  Government.  The  project,  to  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Federal  authorities,  had  to  qualify  as:  (1)  a  socially  valuable  under- 
taking, preferably  in  the  nature  of  social  service  or  educational  research;  (2)  an 
activity  that  would  not  displace  anyone  regularly  employed.  These  qualifications 
were  satisfied  in  a  statistical  research  to  gather  the  following  data  with  regard  to 
the  men  and  women  enrolled  by  the  division  in  correspondence  courses  and  exten- 
sion classes:  (1)  geographical  location  of  correspondence  students;  (2)  ages  of  cor- 
respondence students;  (3)  occupations  of  correspondence  and  class  students; 
(4)  previous  education  of  correspondence  and  class  students;  (5)  distribution  of 
correspondence  and  class  enrollments  according  to  type  of  course;  (6)  distribution 
of  class  and  correspondence  students  according  to  sex.  Because  of  budget  limi- 
tations and  the  necessity  of  keeping  its  administrative  expenses  to  the  lowest 
possible  figure,  the  division  has  not  been  able  to  make  such  studies  since  1929. 

The  student  workers  engaged  in  this  project  are  limited  to  twenty-eight  hours  a 
month  in  the  time  that  they  may  give  to  it.  Their  employment  began  with  the 
opening  of  the  college  year  in  late  September,  1935.  The  results  of  their  work  will 
not  be  ready  for  publication  until  the  next  annual  report. 

Visual  Instruction  Service 
This  year  visual  materials  were  in  greater  demand  than  for  several  preceding 
years,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table  giving  the  number  of  showings  and 
receipts  from  rentals  for  the  past  five  years:

The  division  maintains  its  library  of  visual  materials,  consisting  of  over  seven 
hundred  motion  picture  films,  about  twenty-five  hundred  stereopticon  shdes,  and 
projecting  equipment,  as  an  educational  service  chiefly  for  the  public  schools  of 
the  State.  That  this  service  is  filling  a  definite  need  is  evidenced  by  its  steadily 
increasing  use.    Showings  were  given  last  year  in  89  cities  and  towns  of  the  State. 

Adult  Alien  EDUCATioisr 
During  the  school  year  1934-35,  521  classes,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  11,488 
students,  were  conducted.  In  the  evening  schools  there  were  363  classes  with  a 
registration  of  8,334  students;  there  were  28  factory  classes  with  an  enrollment  of 
538  students;  there  were  39  home  classes  with  an  enrollment  of  587  students; 
there  were  91  classes  held  in  clubs  and  other  centers  with  a  registration  of  2,029 
students.  A  comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  of  1933-34  shows  that  this 
year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  every  type  of  class,  with  the  exception  of  the 
factory  class,  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  classes  and  the  total 
number  enrolled.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  15  communities  which  had  withdrawn  classes  for  the 
foreign  born  during  the  depression  have  reestablished  their  programs  and  that 
four  new  places,  namely,  Amherst,  Andover,  East  Longmeadow,  and  Tyngsborough, 
which  never  conducted  work  for  the  adult  foreign  born  before,  have  accepted  the 
Act  and  entered  the  field  of  work.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  such 
communities  as  New  Bedford,  Fall  River,  Taunton,  and  Chicopee,  where  there 
are  large  numbers  of  foreign  born  people  desirous  of  English  and  citizenship 
instruction,  will  find  it  possible  to  re-establish  classes  for  the  foreign  born,  especially 
citizenship  classes. 

The  enrollment  in  citizenship  classes  has  also  increased  greatly  during  this  year. 
This  increase  is  due  partly  to  the  social  problems  which  the  immigrants  are  meeting 
if  they  are  not  citizens  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  to  the  fact  that  Congress 
has  been  quite  active  on  legislation  in  regard  to  the  immigrant  who  is  not  natural- 
ized. To  meet  the  needs  of  proper  training  for  citizenship  many  communities  are 
establishing  year-round  school  centers. 

The  principal  objectives  this  year  have  been  to  carry  on  the  present  program 
and  to  endeavor  to  have  expansion  in  cities  and  towns  where  classes  are  needed. 
Conferences  for  supervisors  of  adult  alien  education  were  held  in  various  centers 
in  the  State  to  improve  techniques  of  teaching  and  to  give  opportunity  to  super- 
visors and  teachers  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  new  course  of  study  being  prepared 
on  the  Basic  Principles  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  to  follow 
the  work  in  classes  being  taught  the  System  of  Basic  English. 

Teacher-training  courses  in  Problems  and  Procedures  in  Adult  Alien  Education 
were  given  in  Boston  and  Holyoke,  and  were  attended  by  prospective  teachers  of 
foreign-born  adults.  A  course  in  Basic  English  was  given  for  the  first  time  to 
teachers  and  supervisors  of  adult  alien  education  during  the  summer  of  1935. 

As  the  established  program  of  adult  ahen  education  continues  many  phases 
present  themselves  for  a  consideration  of  a  broader  program  of  adult  education.

IV.    Certification  of  Teachers  for  State-aided  High  Schools 

Teachers  in  State-aided  high  schools  (of  which  there  are  about  30)  are  required 
by  section  12,  chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  to  hold  certificates  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Education.  Teachers  in  other  high  schools  and  teachers  in  ele- 
mentary schools  are  not  required  to  hold  State  certificates.  AppH cants  are  usually 
issued  certificates  on  credentials  without  examination. 

The  requirements  for  these  certificates  are  stated  in  a  circular  of  information 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Department  of  Education. 

The  total  number  of  high  school  teachers'  certificates  granted  up  to  December 
1,  1935,  was  as  follows: 

General,  587;  Preliminary,  1,183;  Special,  943;  Term,  1,780;  Life,  6.    Total  4,499.

Part  II 
Introduction 

Previous  to  1929  the  statistics  in  the  Annual  Reports  had  been  presented  on 
the  basis  of  eight  elementary  grades  and  four  high  school  grades.  The  junior 
high  school  has  been  introduced  into  the  pubUc  schools  of  Massachusetts  to  the 
extent  that,  at  the  present  time,  more  than  half  of  the  pupils  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9 
are  in  school  systems  in  which  the  junior  high  school  has  been  established. 

In  this  Report  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1935,  statistics  for  those  towns 
still  on  the  8-4  plan  of  organization  are  reported  as  heretofore.  In  the  case  of 
towns  having  the  junior  high  school  unit,  the  statistics  are  reported  (in  accordance 
with  a  ruling  of  this  department  for  more  uniform  classification)  on  the  6-3-3 
plan. 

In  the  case,  of  cities  or  towns  having  the  6-2-4  system,  superintendents  have 
allocated  statistics,  both  financial  and  vital,  to  fit  in  with  the  6-3-3  or  the  8-4  plan. 

There  are  some  school  systems  organized  on  the  6-6  basis — the  high  school  offer- 
ing six  years  of  work.  It  has  been  necessary  in  these  cases  to  allocate  the  seventh 
and  eighth  years  with  the  elementary  schools  or  to  report  a  six-year  elementary 
school  system  and  divide  the  financial  and  vital  statistics  of  the  high  school  into 
three-year  junior  high  and  three-year  senior  high  school  groups.  Columns  51-53 
inclusive  designate  the  exact  plan  of  organization  in  effect  in  each  city  or  town.

(2)  The  rank  of  each  city  and  town  on  the  basis  of  the  per  capita  expenditure 
is  for  the  particular  group  in  which  it  is  classed.  For  the  State  rank  of  each  city 
and  town,  see  Graduated  Valuation  Table,  the  last  table  of  this  compilation. 

(3)  In  computing  the  amount  raised  by  local  taxation  for  the  support  of  the 
public  schools,  aU  reimbursements  received  from  the  State  on  account  of  school 
expenditures,  and  all  contributions  received  from  sources  other  than  local  taxation, 
have  first  been  deducted  from  the  total  expenditure.
